To the Board of Education of the City of Chicago, 

Gentlemen : In obedience to law, I herewith sub- 
mit to you, as President of the Board of Education, 
the following report, containing facts and conclusions 
in regard to the work, management and <:ondition of 
the Public Schools of the City, the School Finances 
and School Property, during the year ending July 31, 
1881 ; also a few suggestions which I take the liberty 
of making concerning present and future necessities. 

Speaking generally, the schools and school interests 
have been very progressive and prosperous. 

EDUCATIONAL DEPARTMENT. 

In the Educational Department there has been ener- 
getic, judicious and efficient management, and a faith- 
ful, harmonious and conscientious performance of duty 
on the part of Superintendents, Principals and Teach- 
ers, — resulting in a high degree of excellence in the 
educational attainments of pupils, amongst whom has 
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been maintained a thorough, systematic and firm dis- 
cipHne, without the use of corporal punishment in any 
form. Under this discipline, children attending the 
Public Schools have learned to respect the law of the 
schoolroom, as a necessity for the attainment of desir- 
able ends, and to see in law a power for regulating 
conduct far more potent than mere force personified 
in the presence of the rod. 

Under this discipline it is believed better results can 
be achieved in the development of a law-abiding spirit, 
which will in mature years regulate the conduct of the 
citizen from a more enlightened standpoint, than that 
which knows law only as it is personified by a police 
officer carrying weapons indicative of a severe appli- 
cation of force. 

At the close of the School Year the Board had in 
its employ 60 Principals — 2 1 of whom were in Gram- 
mar Schools, 36 in Primary Schools, and 3 in High 
Schools. The number of Assistant Teachers employed 
at the close of the year was 898, — 30 of whom were in 
the High Schools, 865 in the Grammar and Primary 
Schools, and 3 of whom were Special Teachers or 
Superintendents of German, Music and Drawing ; 
making an entire teaching force of 958 on the pay- 
roll. 

The Teachers' Pay-Roll for the school month of 
June, 1880, amounted to $59,890.83 ; for the corres- 
ponding month in 1881, it amounted to $66,706.31, — 
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showing an increase in the monthly expenditure for 
teachers* salaries of $6,815.48. 

The total enrollment of pupils during the year was 
63,141, an increase over the previous year of 3,579 ; 
the increase in the number of teachers being 60. 

For convenient reference and comparison I place 
the foregoing statistics and others in tabulated form, 
as follows :

A comparison of these figures indicates an increase 
in the number of pupils and teachers, and a conse- 
quent increase in the expenditures. Although the in- 
crease in expenditures is partly due to a small increase 
in the salaries made by the Board since January i, 
i88i, yet the greater part is due to the rapid increase 
in our school population, which is likely to continue at 
a much greater ratio in the future. This fact should 
be considered as an ever present element entering into 
the question of estimates to be made by the Board for 
the current expenses of each year, and proper pro- 
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vision should always be made in advance to meet the 
necessity thus created. 

For further information, concerning the educational 
department, I call attention to the very interesting 
report of the Superintendent, to be found at another 
place in this volume. 

The business management has been economical, but 
carried on with a judicious regard for all existing 
necessities, so far as the funds at the disposal of the 
Board would permit. 

NEW SCHOOL BUILDINGS. 

The work of providing the city with new school 
accommodations has been carried on with a great 
deal of energy, resulting in the completion of six 
new buildings, the erection of which was begun dur- 
ing the previous year ; and two others, now approach- 
ing completion, will be ready for occupancy at the 
commencement of the next school year, one of which 
was begun during the present year. 

These eight new buildings have seating accommo- 
dations for 6,804 pupils, and are known as the Oak 
Street School, La Salle School, and Huron Street 
School, in the North Division ; the West Thirteenth 
Street School, and Central Park School, in the West 
Division ; the Wallace Street School, Brighton School, 
and Cottage Grove School, in the South Division. 

There have been, during the year, five new build- 
ings commenced, one of which, the Huron Street

School, heretofore mentioned, is nearly completed ; 
the other four being located, one on West Jackson 
Street near California Avenue, one on Johnson Street 
corner of Wright Street, one on the Wicker Park 
School Lot, and one on the corner of Wallace and 
Twenty- Seventh Streets. 

These four buildings will have seating accommoda- 
tions for 3,591 pupils, and will be completed during 
the coming school year. 

During the year the Board has dispensed with the 
use of rented school-rooms, which seated 1,412 pupils, 
but are still obliged to retain in use rented accommo- 
dations for 2,577 pupils. 

At the close of the school year, owing to the lack 
of seating accommodations, there were 1 1 8 half-day 
divisions, in which there were 6,668 pupils, who could 
attend school only one half of the day. 

These facts, together with the rapidly increasing 
population of the city, and the fact that several thou- 
sand children attend private schools as a matter of 
necessity, justify the suggestion that the building of 
additional school-houses ought to be continued with 
unabated energy ; and as the City Council during the 
past two years, has been liberal in its appropriations 
for school buildings, it is to be hoped this liberality will 
be continued until the city will possess ample seating 
accommodations for all children who desire to attend 
school, and half-day divisions and rented school rooms 
be unknown. 
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None of the rented buildings in use are fit for 
school purposes. Being originally designed for other 
uses, they cannot be put into proper condition for 
school purposes without an expenditure of money 
which would not be justified in buildings used tem- 
porarily and not owned by the city. 

In addition to the double or half-day divisions and 
rented buildings, there are a great many children 
attending schooj in the basements of the school build- 
ings, which basements were not originally intended 
for use as school rooms ; and owing to lack of light, 
poor Ventilation, low ceilings, and difficulty in prop- 
erly heating them, their use, as school rooms, should 
be dispensed with at the earliest possible moment, as 
dangerous to the eyesight and health of pupils and 
teachers. 

The lack of school accommodations leans most 
heavily on the primary grades, as it is in these grades 
the great numerical strength of the enrollment lies. 
At the close of the year the total enrollment of pupils 
was 63,141, an increase over the previous year of 
3> 5 79 5 of these 50,231 were enrolled in the primary 
grades, the increase in these grades over the previous 
year being 3,057. 

This large annual increase clearly shows that, in 
order to keep pace with the growth of our population, 
it is necessary to erect each year four twelve-room 
school buildings, provided every seat in those build- 
ings could be utilized, but the actual necessities are 
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usually so distributed as to locality that while some 
buildings are filled, other buildings in distant parts of 
the city may have some vacant seats, although receiv- 
ing pupils from a large area of territory ; this fact 
makes it necessary to build annually at least five 
buildings. 

We should, however, in dealing with this question, 
remember that the necessities for school buildings 
have increased at a much greater rate than the school 
buildings ; in other words, the building of school 
houses has not kept pace with the increase in our 
population, so that to supply present necessity for 
pupils enrolled, and for the children who would enter 
from private schools if buildings were provided, we 
need about ten additional school buildings aside from 
the annually increasing necessity. As these cannot 
all be supplied in one or two years, it would be 
advisable for some years to come to erect at least 
seven buildings a year. 

I have treated this portion of my report at consid- 
erable length, as I deem it one of vital importance ; 
and until these necessities are so far supplied that the 
number of pupils in charge of each teacher can be 
reduced from 63, the present number, to a much 
smaller number, this department, in the cause of edu- 
cation, will be working at a great disadvantage. In 
view of these facts, it is sincerely to be hopfed that the 
City Council will, in its annual appropriations for 
school purposes, deal liberally with this question, and

that this Board will energetically push forward the 
purchase of building sites and the erection of new 
school buildings. 

NEW SCHOOL SITES. 

During the year the city purchased, on the recom- 
mendation of the Board, five new school sites. One 
at Lawndale, one on north east corner of Johnson 
. and Wright Streets, one adjoining the Walsh Street 
School Lot, one on the north east corner of Wendell 
and Wells Streets, and one on the south west corner 
of Wabash Avenue and Twenty-sixth Street, at a total 
cost of $78,401. , 

Efforts were made to purchase other lots, but were 
unsuccessful, principally on account of the opposition 
of property owners in the vicinity of proposed pur- 
chases. The city now owns 61 school buildings, and 
uses 1 2 rented buildings. 

For a more detailed statement concerning the build- 
ing interests of the Board, I refer to the report of the 
Committee on Buildings and Grounds, to be found at 
another place in this volume. 

SCHOOL FINANCES. 

The financial' interests of the schools have greatly 
improved during the year. Our revenues from the 
State have largely increased since the taking of the 
Census of 1880, giving us a dividend upon a much , 
larger number of persons under the age of 2 1 years 
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than during the past decade. Our revenues have also 
increased very largely from the rentals of school fund 
lands ; the City Council and Mayor Harrison have 
been liberal in school appropriations ; the City Comp- 
troller, Mr. T. T. Gurney, has, from time to time dur- 
ing the year, loaned to the Board from the General 
Fund of the city, money necessary to pay cash to 
employes, he receiving back from our appropriations 
when collected the monies so loaned. By this kind- 
ness on the part of Mr. Gurney, we have been enabled 
to avoid the issuance of '' scrip," drawn against uncol- 
lected appropriations, with the exception of one month 
during the year. 

According to the scale of salaries fixed by the Board 
for the year 1881, we shall be enabled to save, from 
our combined sources of revenue for the year 1881, 
about $133,000. This sum as a fund on hand, added 
to the savings of the two or three previous years, will, 
as ^he taxes of 1881 are being collected during the 
year 1882, give us a total fund of about $450,000 upon 
which to carry on the schools during the year 1882, all 
of which will be expended before the appropriation of 
1882 is available, as that will not be collected until the 
year 1883. In the meantime, during the year 1882, 
the receipts from the State and from school fund lands 
will, with the above fund, enable us to meet current 
expenses and have on hand a reserve fund at the 
end of the year 1882, to use while the appropriation 
of 1882 is being collected. That reserve fund, how- 
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ever, will be smaller than the one now on hand, as the 
receipts from school fund lands during the last year 
included large sums of rent which had been standing 
uncollected for a year or two previous. 

The present good condition of our school finances 
is due not only to an increase in the school fund 
rentals and State dividend, but also to the policy of 
the Board in saving, for the past two years, a portion 
of its annual tax levy. This policy became necessary 
in order to fill up the gap which heretofore existed in 
the school finances, so that the Board might be 
enabled to pay teachers at all times in cash, and avoid 
issuing scrip or borrowing money. 

During the remainder of the year 1881 it may 
become necessary to borrow more money through the 
Comptroller from the General Fund of the City, or issue 
scrip drawn against the appropriation of 1881, the col- 
lection of which will not begin until 1882 ; but for the 
year 1882 I am of opinion the Board will be able to 
pay cash from its own appropriation of 1881 and other ^ 
sources of revenue, so that we may congratulate our- 
selves upon the achievement of a very desirable result 
in the management of the school finances. 

In order to preserve this desirable condition of 
affairs it is to be hoped the City Council will make a 
liberal appropriation for the year 1882, as under our 
present laws for the levying and collecting of taxes a 
full year intervenes, practically, between the time of 
making an appropriation and the time of collecting; 
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it. In this connection I would recommend that the 
Board save, each year, as a reserve • fund, about thirty 
per cent, of its school tax levy, until there is on hand 
a sum equal to two thirds the annual school tax levy 
for salaries, and then rigidly maintain it in that con- 
dition. 

This is necessary, as the levy for any one year is not 
collected until the succeeding year, while in the mean- 
time the schools have to be maintained and the sal- 
aries paid. To illustrate : — the school tax levy for 
1 88 1 is not available for expenses of 1881, except by 
drawing and issuing ** scrip" against it, until 1882, as 
it is not collected until then, and only a small portion 
of it is collected until about the months of May and 
June of 1882 ; in the meantime the Board should have 
at its command the cash reserve above mentioned from 
previous appropriations, to meet current expenses, 
instead of subjecting teachers and other employes to 
the injustice of receiving '' scrip," upon which they 
have to obtain cash at a discount.

SCHOOL FUND PROPERTY. 

As Stated in the report of my predecessor, the 
majority of the leases of school fund lands belonging 
to the city expired May 8th, i88o, nearly all of them 
having been made twenty-five years previous. Those 
leases contained provisions giving the city the option 
either to purchase the improvements which might be 
on the lands at the time the leases expired, or to sell 
the lands to the lessees ; one of which provisions was 
impracticable, as the city had no funds with which to 
buy the improvements, and was devoid of authority to 
raise money by taxation for such purpose, the other 
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of said provisions was impolitic, as it would undoubt- 
edly have been detrimental to the school interests to 
sell these lands. The task, therefore, of adjusting the 
many perplexing questions which arose during the 
year concerning the re-letting of these lands upon 
advantageous terms was no small one ; but under the 
skillful management of the Committee on School 
Fund Property, with E. G. Keith, Esq., as its chair- 
man, a very fair appraisement of these lands was 
obtained, and new leases, most of them for fifty year 
terms, were executed, upon a rental of six per cent* 
on the appraised value, and providing for a re-ap- 
praisal of the lands every five years. 

Under these arrangements the annual revenues of 
the Board from this source have been increased 

The total appraised value of school fund lands now owned by 

the city is $2,572,316 80 

Total annual rental 149,747 71 

Value of unrented school fund lands 24,735 00 

It is to be hoped that at an early day the Board will 
succeed in renting these vacant lands, most of which 
are located in the country. 

Considerable difficulty was experienced in the dis- 
posal of the Old Post Office property on the corner of 
Monroe and Dearborn Streets, owing to the claim 
made by the Chicago Public Library to the right of 
having the use of the property for library purposes ; 
but, as the property had been obtained from the 
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United States Government in exchange for school 
fund property, and the title conveyed to the city for 
the use of schools, the Board could take no other view 
of the uses to which it should be devoted, than that it 
should be used in the same way as the lands, for 
which it had been exchanged, should have been used, 
had they not been exchanged for the Post Office prop- 
erty, viz., for the use and benefit of the Public Schools 
alone, at as large a rental as could be obtained from 
responsible tenants. 

This question being settled, the Board leased the 
lot to the National Safe Deposit Company for a term 
of fifty years, at such an appraisal as produces, during 
the first five years of the term, an annual rental of 
$21,636 ; the value of the old building being fixed at 
$15,000, is added to the appraised value, and forms a 
part of the basis upon which the rent is estimated ; 
said sum is, by the terms of the agreement, to be kept 
by the lessee during the entire term of the lease, and 
is to continue as part of the capital upon which rent is 
to be calculated at six per cent, per annum, and at the 
end of the term it is to be paid over to the Board, or 
retained under the terms of such new agreement as 
may then be made. The lease provides for an 
appraisement of the land every five years, the rental 
being fixed at six per cent, on the appraised value, to 
which appraised value is added the value of the old 
building as above mentioned. The lessee of this prop- 
erty has commenced the removal of the old building, 
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with the intention of erecting upon the lot a building 
to cost not less than $300,ckx), for the erection of 
which it has obligated itself by a bond given to the 
Board ; said building is designed for occupancy by the 
First National Bank of this City, for banking purposes, 
which occupancy will result advantageously to all the 
school fund property in that vicinity. 

In this connection I desire to say that the efficient 
services of Col. R. W. Ricaby, as Attorney of the 
Board, contributed largely to a successful settlement 
of all matters connected with the re-letting of the 
school fund lands, and he deserves great credit there- 
for. 

STUDY OF GERMAN. 

During the year the study of the German language 
has made very marked progress. It was introduced, 
upon the required petition of parents of pupils, into the 
Nickersonville, Jones, Marquette, Raymond, Clarke, 
Burr, Douglas, Wicker Park, La Salle and Hayes 
Schools. The number of pupils who received instruc- 
tiori in this branch of study, including the High Schools, 
was 4,827. The number in the Grammar Schools was 
4,546. The number of Teachers of German in the 
grammar grades was 30. 

HIGH SCHOOLS. 

During the year the Board so changed the courses 
of study in the High Schools as to create three High 
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Schools in the city, having full high school courses of 
four years, and a classical course of three years. This 
change resulted in the consolidation of the Central 
High School with the West Division High School, 
and raised the North and South Division High Schools 
to the full status of complete High Schools. 

These two latter schools now occupy buildings in 
the North and South Divisions which were originally 
designed for primary and grammar schools ; and in 
order to properly meet the necessities of the High 
Schools, and leave these buildings to be used for the 
purpose originally intended, the Board during the year 
purchased two sites, one in the North and one in the 
South Division, upon which buildings are to be erected 
during the coming year for this purpose — the North 
side site being on the corner of Wells and Wendell 
Streets, and the South side site being on the corner of 
Wabash Avenue and Twenty-sixth Street. 

The number of pupils enrolled in the High Schools 
during the year was 1,236 ; number of teachers, includ- 
ing principals, 33 ; total expenditures for High School 
salaries, $41,368.75. 

These schools are firmly established as a part of our 
school system, and should be liberally maintained, as, 
without them, higher education would be confined to 
the wealthier classes, producing a more clearly defined 
class distinction than is desirable in a country gov- 
erned by Republican principles. 
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MANUAL EDUCATION. 



It is to be hoped that the time is not far distant 
when the laws of the State will permit, as part of the 
public school system, a system of manual education, in 
connection with what is now taught* in the scnools, and 
that the tax-levying authorities will regard instruction 
in mechanics and industrial occupations of sufficient 
importance to make provision therefor. 

In a city like ours there ought to be at least three 
fully equipped institutions for the manual education of 
youths in connection with a course of intellectual train- 
ing ; as it is now, the great majority of the children in 
this city leave school before they have reached the 
fifth grade, as necessity in preparing for future life 
seems to require them to commence the learning of 
trades at a tender age ; and after leaving school their 
intellectual development is neglected, whereas, could 
they receive industrial instruction in connection with 
intellectual training, many of them would remain in 
the schools established for that purpose, and develop 
into a physical and intellectual manhood and woman- 
hood more desirable than that produced by a system 
which develops the intellectual alone, or a system of 
learning trades which burdens youth with severe labor, 
injuring the physical and totally neglecting the intel- 
lectual. 

Considering the average time now spent in school 
by children, there is no time to give to anything aside 
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from primary instruction in the common branches 
specified in the State law, except the small amount of 
instruction given in mechanical drawing, thus the 
necessities of the situation demand of us all that can 
be done for the child by instruction in reading, writing, 
spelling and arithmetic, while they are in our schools, 
for when they leave school their opportunities are 
generally gone forever. 

SCHOOLS FOR THE DEAF AND DUMB. 

Our Deaf Mute Schools have been carried on dur- 
ing the year under the same corps of teachers as the 
previous year, with the exception of one additional 
teacher, Mrs. Mary A. Woodworth, who at the begin- 
ning of the year took charge of the room opened in 
the Division and Cleaver Street School building. 
There were, during the year, five of these schools in 
the city, under the management of Mr. P. A. Emery 
as Principal, whose untiring energy and perseverance 
in behalf of those unfortunate children, is worthy of 
our highest commendation.

CONCLUSION. 

It is with feelings of sincere regret that I have to 
record the death, during the year, of Mr. James Ward, 
who for the past quarter of a century has been in the 
service of the public schools of this city, first as a

member of the Board, and subsequently for several 
years as Building and Supply Agent. His faithful 
and honest performance of duty renders his name 
memorable, and his example one worthy of emulation. 

Our office employes — Mr. Shepherd Johnston, 
Clerk, Mr. M. B. Hicks, Book-keeper, and Mr. John 
A. Guilford, Assistant Clerk, have each and all dis- 
charged the duties of their respective positions with 
commendable zeal and conscientious regard for the 
good of the service. 

At the beginning of the year the Board selected, for 
the position of Superintendent of Schools, George 
Howland, Esq., who for many years occupied the 
position of Principal of the Central High School, and 
re-elected, as Assistant Superintendent, E. C. Delano, 
Esq. To those gentlemen was committed the educa- 
tional interests of the city, the Board furnishing them 
all the aid and support at its command ; the result has 
clearly demonstrated the wisdom of the choice thus 
made. The Superintendent and his Assistant enjoy the 
confidence and esteem of all subordinates, and of the 
public at large ; and as educators they possess national 
reputations, standing in the front ranks of those whose 
livqs are dedicated to the noble pursuit of educating 
the youth of our country. To them, and to the faith- 
ful, painstaking and efficient corps of principals and 
teachers in our employ, we can in the future safely 
commit the education of our youth ; let us furnish 
them all the material aid we can, and guard the finan- 
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cial, business and building interests of our schools, 
and we can safely rely upon them to keep pace with 
the educational world, and produce as high a degree 
of excellence in the mental and moral development of 
rising generations, as can be realized by any school 
system in the civilized world. In this great work the 
part performed by the female sex cannot be too highly 
commended ; by common consent, the education of 
our children is, in reality, placed in their hands ; their 
patient industrious labor, year after year, combined 
with the refining influence of their presence, is making 
a deep impression upon the civilization of the age, 
and carrying mankind farther away from the rude 
barbarisms of past ages, developing a gentler dis- 
position, finer moral sensibilities, and nobler impulses 
than we are commonly aware of; for these reasons, 
I cannot conclude this report without paying a just 
tribute to our able corps of lady teachers, whose 
patient labors really produce the great ends for which 
we maintain one of the grandest systems of free educa- 
tion in the world, — a system which, though critics may 
assail, and sectarian influences be pitted against it, yet, 
in its calra, serene and steady progress, it constitutes 
the real basis upon which to found the true type of 
American citizenship, which will assimilate itself with 
our institutions, and form the true bulwark of support,^ 
upon which our Nation may rest.

Gentlemen : The progress of the Schools during 
the School Year 1 880-1881 has been generally grati- 
fying. No sudden unsettling of old conditions and 
methods has been attempted, but rather the perfecting 
of what was good, the gradual introduction of better 
methods, and the elimination of those that were defec- 
tive and faulty. 

The year, therefore, has been marked by no violent 
change, but by earnest and harmonious effort on the 
part of teachers, by a kindly, humanizing influence 
over their pupils, and by a sympathetic, responsive 
support from the parents.

SCHOOL ACCOMMODATIONS. 

O jf tables of statistics show the usual lack of school 
a/xommodations, with which we are so familiar, and 
xhxh will probably continue, to a greater or less 
^rxt^mt, till we stop growing ; but, with the erection of 
v:veral new buildings each year, the poorly arranged, 
p^/^/rly light/^d, and poorly ventilated rented rooms are 
fast giving place to those of which little can be said 
exc/;pt in commendation. 

The t^jtal enrollment was 63,141, an increase of 
3,579 over that of the preceding year. There were 
ulsf) at the close of the year 6,668 in double divisions, 
att^mding but one session. In the country, where the 
children have easy access to the green fields and the 
pure air, three hours might be long enough for those 
of the lower grades to be in the school-room ; but for 
most of those in the city the only resort from the 
school is to the street. To provide for the natural 
increase, together with one half of those in double 
divisions, would require eight of our larger buildings. 

ATTENDANCE. 

The severity of the season, and the prevalence of 
communicable diseases in families with which the 
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pupils were connected, greatly reduced the attendance 
during the winter months. The pupils, however, were 
almost entirely free from the prevailing sickness. 
Instances were of frequent occurrence, in which the 
older members of the family and children under 
school age were prostrated, while those enrolled in the 
schools, from the same family, were wholly exempt. 

The reported attendance was also lessened, as the 
result of instructions given to teachers. It had been 
the practice on stormy days to hold but one session, 
and to report the attendance perfect for the afternoon 
when there was no session. But it seemed that a 
high per cent, was not the highest purpose of school, 
and that many of the pupils might better be in com- 
fortable rooms, where they could receive the special 
attention of the teacher, than on the street. Teachers 
were, therefore, instructed that, if any considerable 
number of pupils could be present, it were better to 
keep the regular hours, excusing those who should be 
absent, and advising the younger and more delicate to 
stay at home ; or, if the afternoon session were plainly 
undesirable, to mark the attendance the same as in the 
morning. Two or three days occurred when the 
recorded attendance was thus lessened by many thou- 
sands. 

It is, perhaps, matter for congratulation, that there 
are so few of the children of our city without some 
education, — so few who have not at some time been 
connected with the public or with private schools* 
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There is ignorance enough, it is true ; a want of whole- 
some influence and example to make one weep, but 
there is practically no illiteracy. The census for 1880 
returns only 288 between the ages of 12 and 21 who 
cannot read and write. 

The legal school age, for purposes of taxation, is 
from 6 to 21, and upon this basis we often make our 
estimates of non-attendance ; but it is not expected, or 
even desired, that many, except those who are seeking 
a higher education, will remain in school after 14 or 
1 6 years of age. 

By the school census of 1880, there were 39,854 
persons in the city between the ages of 1 6 and 2 1 , of 
whom only 1,320 were enrolled in the Public Schools. 

There were, then, 38,534 of so-called school age, 
between the ages of 1 6 and 2 1 , who were not in the 
schools, and who ought not to have been. 

DISCIPLINE. 

The discipline of the schools, if not all that could 
be desired, has surely been very commendable. We 
believe their character and reputation, as a humane 
and civilizing agency, has been steadily advancing, 
with hardly an interruption, since corporal punishment 
was practically discontinued several years since, by a 
mutual understanding of Superintendent and Teachers, 
without anyxule on the subject ; and that this progress 
was not hindered by the action of the Board definitely 
prohibiting the practice of such punishment in the

schools. With the entire disuse of corporal punish- 
ment have passed away, also, many of those ingenious 
devices for mental and even physical torture which 
our older schools so often witnessed. In their place 
has grown up a more kindly sympathy between teacher 
and pupil, more pleasant relations and a better under- 
standing between teacher and parent, and more active 
and intelligent endeavor to interest the pupil in his 
work, without which the most earnest effort is largely 
wasted. 

MORAL TRAINING. 

The moral influence of our schools is of the first 
importance, and this we believe to be decided and 
strong in the right direction, not often indeed by 
means of the stated lecture or recitation, but by that 
most effective of all teachings — the unconscious tuitions 
of a strong personal influence, by the quiet sugges- 
tion, the fitly chosen word, the interested inquiry, the 
look, the unfeigned sympathy, the favored opportunity, 
the firm but kind decision of the loved and loving 
teacher. 

The power of a faithful, capable teacher, though 
directly exerted for only five hours of the twenty-four, 
can not be computed, and in many cases reaches out 
over the whole life of the pupil. If not so common, 
the quiet industry, the order, the prompt and cheerful 
obedience, the courtesy found in our school rooms, 
where sixty and even seventy pupils are guided and 
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taught by one young teacher, with no resort to physi- 
cal aids, would be thought almost miraculous. Such 
a class, inspired with a desire to annoy their teacher, 
would rarely need more than the ordinary ingenuity 
of boyhood to succeed in their design. 

What we wish to secure is that training which will 
start our pupils in the way of becoming honest, up- 
right, and industrious citizens ; and this, as a rule, we 
have, — kind, constant and efficient. 

The trouble is not in our schools, but in the want of 
wise and thoughtful parental supervision, and some 
suitable steady employment,, and healthful amusement 
out of school. The great majority of our citizens, 
both of the wealthy and the poorer families, are, by 
their business, compelled to be away from home dur- 
ing the day, leaving their children to the care of ser- 
vants, or more often, of no one. 

Many children, too, through neglect, become famil- 
iar with vice, if not addicted to evil habits, before 
entering school. If some means could be provided, 
by which these children of four and five years could 
be gathered each day in pleasant, cheerful rooms, 
under the kindly instruction of intelligent, cultivated 
teachers, instead of running in the streets and alleys, 
many a young life would be saved from sorrow and 
ruin, and many a home and place of business strength- 
ened and purified. 

Then, too, there are the throngs of boys and young 
men, who flock to a growing city from quiet homes in 
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the country, all unused either to their sudden freedom 
from home influence, or to the many temptations that 
flare before their curious and excited gaze. The 
statistics of vice would probably amaze most of us 
by the number of those who have come from loving 
homes and cheerful firesides in the country, where 
they were surrounded and shielded often by Christian 
influences. 

Among the occasions fruitful of evil example and 
influence, we must reckon the recesses. This pouring 
of 1,000 or 1,500 children into the limited area of our 
school grounds, needs a second thought, or an adja- 
cent residence, for its full realization. 

Aside from the moral effects, it may well be ques- 
tioned whether the long flights of stairs to be passed, 
the violent exercise, and the rush to the hydrant, are 
not together productive of more harm than good. 

Some of the more thoughtful teachers oif our coun- 
try strongly recommend that the out-door recess 
should be given up, and a short respite taken in the 
several rooms, with, perhaps, some systematic exercise 
while the air of the room is changed, if needful. 

The plan has been tried in some places with emi- 
nent success ; nor would it be wholly an experiment 
here, where for a time it was adopted in several of the 
schools for the higher grades, and met with the warm- 
est approval of parents and pupils, ninety per cent, in 
some cases desiring the continuance of the practice. 

If, in addition to this, provision should be made 
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For the most part, teachers are freeing themselves 
and their pupils from that servile use of the text-book 
that is so fatal to the growth of mind and character, 
and looking more to the cultivation of thought, re- 
search, discrimination and judgment, and the easy and 
accurate expression of their ideas in their own lan- 
guage. The practice of reading other selections than 
those of the Readers and repeating the substance of 
what has been read, has been fruitful of good. If a 
limited amount of such matter could be furnished for 
the use of the pupils, it would prove a valuable aid to 
the teacher. 

A decided improvement has been observed in the 
teaching of Arithmetic. The rules and definitions are 
not so often memorized at the outset A rule is a 

■ 

generalization, and should come in after the pupil 
knows enough of the subject to frame his own rules; 
and he might well be able to subtract, for instance, 
with facility and understandingly before knowing that 
there were such words as minuend and subtrahend. 

In other branches also, as History and Geography, 
our teachers are fast getting away from the endless 
details of dates and fruitless statistics, and putting their 
pupils upon those lines of intelligent thought that may 
lead them to worthier acquirements hereafter. 

All good methods are liable to be carried to excess, 
and we think this has been done of late years with the 
study of words and technical definitions in the lower 
grades. The meaning and use of words should be 
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learned by these little ones rather by the study of ob- 
jects, or by talking of things with which they are fa- 
miliar, than from the dictionary. The little Primary 
Dictionary can at best give but a partial synonym, 
which in nine cases out of ten may not be suited to the 
word in the reading lesson, and we question whether 
its use in the primary grades is of any advantage. 

Penmanship, in very many of our schools, is taught 
with eminent success, and the pupils are made familiar 
with letter and business forms. 

OPTIONAL STUDIES. 

There are few things of more practical value taught 
in our schools than Drawing. Hardly a business or 
profession exists in which the trained hand and eye, 
the ability to draft, may not be of great service. 
Among mechanics it often makes the difference be- 
tween a superintendent and a common laborer. The 
principles are as readily understood by the pupils 
as those of penmanship, and if the importance of 
the subject were realized by parents and teachers, 
more of the children would continue it through the 
school course, as most of them do from the second 
through the primary grades. 

Much valuable work is done also in Vocal Music, 
the quality of which has been much improved within a 
few years. By a friendly interchange of duties, there 
is little difficulty in supplying the different classes 
with interested and capable teachers. The Special 
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Teacher of Music during the year has given more 
careful attention to the quality and accuracy of tone, 
with a wise consideration for those temporarily or 
permanently unmusical, and laid the foundation for 
a truer understanding and more skillful and pleasing 
use of vocal harmony. The present plan, perhaps, 
embraces as much of the science of music as comes 
within the scope of our public schools. It may be 
that something more is desirable that might be avail- 
able in the home and social circles. 

German has been introduced into almost all the 
Grammar Schools, and^ enables the children of such as 
desire it, to keep up a little longer the loved language 
of Fatherland, and affords an opportunity for others, 
while their vocal organs are still flexible, to get the 
pronunciation and something of the spirit of the lan- 
guage of scholars and thinkers. 

SCHOOL LIBRARIES. 

At best, our schools can do little more than fit the 
pupils to educate themselves. We can but begin 
what must be completed afterward by themselves, if 
at all. One of their greatest helps in this self-educa- 
tion, both in forming character and in gaining knowl- 
edge, must ever be the printed page. 

Many of our teachers are doing much with their 
scanty means in cultivating in their pupils a taste for 
reading ; but this is of little use, unless they have 
ready access to good books. Three or four of the 
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schools, through private donations, have small funds, 
in no case exceeding a thousand dollars, for this pur- 
pose, but for most of the pupils there is nothing, or 
worse than nothing. 

The Public Library, even if generally available, 
would not meet this want, for the pupils are of an age 
when they do not know what books to select Not 
a large sum, if wisely used, would be required to 
supply all the older pupils with wholesome reading. 

In this connection, I would suggest, as a wise pro- 
vision, that each room as low as the sixth grade be 
furnished with a copy of the Unabridged Dictionary. 

MANUAL LABOR. 

The disinclination of our pupils, after leaving school, 
to engage in some handicraft or mechanical trade is, 
perhaps justly, a frequent cause of regret. It does 
not seem, however, to be the fault of the schools, but 
of our public men, our institutions, the spirit of the 
age. Not all the teachers in Christendom could in 
years counteract the lessons of the superiority of 
public and professional over private and industrial 
pursuits, taught in as many weeks by the ablest speak- 
ers and writers of our country, — by press, pulpit and 
platform. 

As in the light of these teachings we scan the route 
from the Canal to the White House, we do not see it 
lined with fairy cottages, smiling homesteads, and 
hard-handed, happy artizans, with their bare-headed, 
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bare-footed broods around them ; nothing but one 
small school-house, with just room enough for the 
traveler to rest his foot beside it a moment, for a 
longer leap onward. What are the efforts of a few 
poorly paid men and women as against this torrent? 

It is curious, too, that the most frequent complaints 
of this tendency of the youth, come from those who 
have themselves chosen the very course which they 
deprecate, and thus have secured the positions that 
entitle them to a hearing, and whose words are far 
less potent with the aspiring youth than their success- 
ful examples. 

That something will be done ere long towards 
affording the opportunity for an industrial education 
seems hardly doubtful, but economical considerations, 
if nothing else, will probably suggest here, as in other 
places, a separate school where power and machinery 
may be had. There is little use, in this age, of teach- 
ing mere handicraft apart from the employment of 
power agents. 

Our tables show that of 11,000 pupils entering 
school at six, but about 5,000 pass into the grammar 
department at ten. 

No thoughtful parent, we think, would or should 
put his boy to a trade at eight or ten years of age. 
Our mills and factories may well deserve our pride, 
but at too great a cost of pleasure and profit do we 
dam the babbling, sparkling stream too near its source. 
In our busy, material city, where men grow old at 
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forty, the careless period of childhood is brief enough 
at best. 

EVENING SCHOOLS. 

The Evening Schools, which had been suspended 
the previous year, were opened in eight of the school 
buildings, besides at the News Boys Home and the 
High School, November 8, and continued till March 4. 

As many of the pupils in these schools can attend 
tut a part of the evenings, and others for only a short 
time, the average membership is small as compared 
ivith the whole enrollment. 

In most cases the selection of teachers was satisfac- 
tory, and much good work done. Owing to the lack 
of early mental training, on the part of the pupils, 
skill and tact in the teacher is more imperative here 
than in the day school. There it is invaluable, in the 
evening school it is a necessity for any worthy results. 

For statistics of attendance and cost, see tables in 
the Appendix. 

HIGH SCHOOLS. 

In accordance with the action of the Board, the 
High Schools were re-organized at the beginning of 
the year by discontinuing the Central High School 
and establishing a full High School in each division 
of the city. 

The idea of one large school in some central loca- 
tion, with its liberal appointments, which was enter- 
tained by some, and at one time seemed near its real- 
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ization, had its attractive side, but the time had gone 
by. 

The later plan of three Division High Schools, with 
a two years' course, and one Central School for the 
last two years, for various reasons fell far short of the 
hopes in which it had its origin, and was rapidly less- 
ening the number of those who complete a full course. 

The timely re-organizati6n of this department is 
already giving abundant evidence of the wisdom of 
the change. An opportunity was afforded for a more 
systematic adjustment of the different studies, and the 
advantages of a thorough secondary education brought 
within reach of many who would else have been de- 
barred by the distance. From this source, too, we 
obtain most of our better educated and successful 
teachers. 

An important change, by way of experiment, was 
made, by consent of the Board, in the mode of admis- 
sion to the High Schools at the close of the year. 
The Principals of the Grammar Schools were in- 
structed to report the names of pupils, of whose ability 
to reach the acquired standard and successfully pursue 
High School studies there could be no doubt, and 
these were admitted without examination. For all 
other applicants the usual examination was held by the 
Superintendent. Thorough examinations were held 
by the Principals, and the recommendations seem to 
have been made with judicious care. No word of 
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complaint has been heard from anyone, save some 
score of ambitious teachers, who had fully expected 
their pupils to stand first had the usual examination 
' been held. A week also was thereby saved to the 
High Schools, whose teachers had formerly been em- 
ployed in examining and marking papers, and making 
up averages. 

If the Principals of the Grammar Schools could, 
without special examination, recommend those whose 
records show a satisfactory scholarship and deport- 
ment throughout the year, we believe quite as desir- 
able results would be attained. It would also prove a 
steady and wholesome incentive to pupils, and greatly 
diminish the special pressure and cram, with the inju- 
rious nervous excitement, during the last weeks of the 
Summer Term, and tend to promote a broader and 
healthier culture. 

TRAINING SCHOOL. 

With many of our young teachers, and those, too, 
best fitted by natural ability and scholarly attainments 
for their work, there is a lack of practical knowledge 
as to the laws of mental growth, and the better 
methods of teaching and discipline, based upon those 
laws. 

Our so-called cadet system, designed to meet this 
want, does it, if at all, at a great disadvantage, and 
subjects many of our school rooms to an amount of 
poor teaching, which a properly organized training 
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school would prevent. Such a school, not for the 
purpose of academic instruction, but for the study 01 
ways and means, and for gaining experience under 
careful supervision, would greatly improve the quality 
of the work done, with very small additional expense. 
Such a school would be of great advantage also in 
furnishing an available supply of efficient substitutes 
for teachers temporarily absent. 

During the year, I have endeavored to recognize 
the fact, that a teacher, if valuable, is so for himself, 
and not as a poor copy of somebody else. The best 
methods are often but hindrances to those unskilled in 
their use, while the good teacher may vitalize methods 
in themselves faulty ; and there is little use in discard- 
ing old ways faster than their places can be filled with 
better ones. 

For whatever satisfaction I have found in my work, 
I am gratefully sensible of my indebtedness to the 
earnest and cheerful co-operation of Principals and 
Teachers, by whom the good work is to be done, if 
at all. 

The advice and assistance of the Assistant Superin- 
tendent, Mr. Delano, with his large experience, and 
his intimate acquaintance with our schools and teach- 
ers, has been simply invaluable. 

In all matters pertaining to the history of the 
schools, and the past position and services of teach- 
ers, and in the numerous statistical questions continu- 
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ally arising in connection with our own work, or 
needful in reply to questions of correspondents, I 
have ever found in Mr. Johnston, the Clerk of the 
Board, an unfailing and reliable source of information, 
which has greatly lightened the labor of the office. 

The judicious and efficient management of the De- 
partment of Business and Supply, during the last two 
months of the year, by Mr. Hicks, assisted by Mr. 
Guilford, fully justified the estimate of their fitness 
and ability which had been formed from their previous 
faithful and meritorious services. 

I cannot forbear special mention of the loss to the 
schools and the city of the life and services of Mr. 
James Ward, with whom, as member of the Board of 
Education, I became acquainted on my first connec- 
tion with our schools, in 1858, and who continued an 
essential part of our system till the day of his death. 
He had given himself to the Public Schools as his life 
work. Their interests were his interests ; and for 
their welfare he watched and labored with jealous care 
and untiring zeal. Prudent in counsel, strong in his 
sympathies, and earnest of purpose, the schools and 
teachers may look long for a more faithful guardian, a 
firmer friend, or a more willing worker.

To the Board of Education of the City of Chicago. 

Gentlemen : On assuming the duties which are 
assigned to your Committee by the Board, their atten- 
tion was first directed to the necessity of the early 
completion of the school buildings left by their pre- 
decessors, then in various stages of construction. 

The question of the present and the future need 
of increased school accommodations for our rapidly 
increasing school population, also engaged their earn- 
est consideration. From the statistics furnished in 
the report made to the Board by our predecessors, at 
the close of their term of office, and from actual and 
careful investigation, the Committee were convinced 
that Chicago had fallen behind in the matter of seating 
capacity required to properly accommodate pupils of 
school age, who were actual members of, and who 
were seeking admission to our Public Schools. 

The only remedy for this deplorable condition of 
things was, clearly, to continue the erection of addi- 
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tional buildings, as fast as suitable sites could be 
acquired for the purpose ; and, upon ascertaining that 
the funds set apart for building purposes were inade- 
quate to the requirements in this respect, the Com- 
mittee inserted in their estimates for the present Fiscal 
Year, for the purchase of sites and the erection of 
buildings, the sum of $365,000, which was adopted by 
the Board, and subsequently approved by the City 
Council, and included in the Tax Levy for the year ; 
but, in consequence of the desire on the part of the 
Board to co-operate with the Municipal Authorities in 
their efforts to discontinue the issuance of warrants 
against the City Treasury, in^ anticipation of the col- 
lection of taxes, no portion of this amount became 
available for the purposes for which it was levied, 
during the official term of the Committee. Under 

these circumstances, we were restricted to the econ- 

# 

omical use of the funds at our disposal, being bal- 
ances remaining unexpended of former appropriations, 
amounting to $259,011.25. 

SCHOOL SITES. 

Of the school sites then under the control of the 
Board, the only ones available were the lots corner of 
Huron and Franklin Streets, and corner of Wallace 
and Twenty-seventh Streets. 

During the past year, on the recommendation of 
the Committee and at the request of the Board, the 
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City Council ordered the purchase of the following 
additional school sites : 

North-Ea«t comer Johnson and Wright Streets, 237.35 x 99 feet.. $11,476 
South- West comer of Central Park Avenue and Twenty-sixth 

Street, Lawndale, 200 x 125 feet 2,400 

West Twentieth Street, east of and adjohiing the present Walsh 

St. School lot, 100 feet by an average depth of llOi feet 9,350 

North-East comer Wendell and Wells Streets, 219.81 x 109 feet.. 23,760 
South- West comer Wabash Avenue and Twenty- Sixth Street, 

157.08 X 181.15 feet 31,416 

The efforts of your Committee to procure a suitable 
site in the vicinity of Warren Avenue and Leavitt 
Street did not prove successful, although your Com- 
mittee, under the direction of the Board, advertised 
twice for bids. 

The Committee desire to call the attention of their 
successors to the importance of securing a school site 
in the vicinity of the Throop School, to relieve the 
present overcrowded state of that school ; also the 
purchase of a site in the vicinity of Thirty-fifth Street 
and Wentworth Avenue, to accommodate pupils living 
between the two parallel lines of railway tracks.

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SCHOOL ACCOMMODATIONS. 

The Committee would urge upon the attention of 
their successors the importance of commencing pre- 
parations for the erection of additional buildings as 
early as funds are available for that purpose, with a 
view of overtaking lost ground, and of keeping up 
with the rapid increase of our school population, in 
order that none shall lose the opportunity of obtaining 
the inestimable boon of a common school education 
by reason of want of room in our Public Schools. 

At the close of the year, in June, 1881, there were 
1 1 8 half-day divisions, or divisions in which the pupils 
could attend school but one half of each day; the 
number of pupils attending these half-day schools was 
about 7,000. In order to give these 7,000 pupils the 
benefit of full-day instruction, it would be necessary 
to provide 3,500 additional seats. There were, also, 
about 2,500 pupils attending in rented rooms and 
buildings, none of which were fit for school uses, who 
should also be provided for by the city. Thus it will 
be seen that the city needs to provide at least 6,000 
additional seats to meet the immediate pressing de- 
mands, to say nothing of the crowded condition of 
many of the rooms in the lower grades where the 
formation of half-day schools has been avoided. In 
addition to this demand to meet the immediate present 
wants of the schools, the annual increase in the attend- 
ance at the Public Schools requires that from 3,000 to 
4,000 seats should be provided each year. 
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It will be seen from the above that the present 
capacity of our schools is not sufficient to accommo- 
date all who are seeking admission thereto. It must 
be borne in mind that while some buildings are not 
full, others are overcrowded ; the above statement 
assumes that all are full. 

For reasons stated in a former part of their report 
the Committee have abstained from incurring many 
expenditures which otherwise should have been made 
for much needed repairs and improvements to our 
Public School builcjings. What has been done in the 
nature of repairs to buildings, fences and sidewalks, 
has been absolutely necessary, and much remains to 
be done in this respect by our successors when the 
funds are available for that purpose. 

The following repairs, alterations and additions of 
a permanent character were commenced during the 
summer vacation, and will be completed by the open- 
ing of the schools in September : 

Hayes School — Enlargement of boUer house and smoke stack, 
putting in one additional boiler with new pump, new circula- 
tion, radiators and steam pipes, at a cost of $5,003 30 

Douglas School — Cement basement floors, new water closets in 
basement, additional steam heating pipes and radiators, 
sewers to connect water closets in basement, and new con- 
ductor pipes, at a cost of 3,406 00 

It is with deep regret that your Committee refer to 
the loss of the valuable services of the late Build- 
ing and Supply Agent, Mr. James Ward, whose death 
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on the 5th of July last formed the occasion for suitable 
and befitting action on the part of the Board. 

In conclusion, we desire to express our satisfaction 
with the services of the employes of the Board who 
assisted in carrying out the orders and directions of 
the Committee.

To the Board of Education of the City of Chicago. 

Gentlemen : Inasmuch as a very large proportion 
of the leases upon School Fund Property have ex- 
pired and new , leases and renewals have been con- 
cluded, it is deemed proper that your Committee on 
School Fund Property should submit a brief summary 
of their work during the past eighteen months. 

The Committee were made aware, early in their 
work, of its importance as well as the many difficulties 
. imposed upon them, and entered upon it with an 
earnest desire to avoid litigation, but with a determin- 
ation that the revenues from this source should be 
materially enhanced. Tbe Committee especially de- 
sired that the duty of appraising the property should 
be committed to such hands as, from their high stand- 
ing and worth, would be entirely unobjectionable to all 
concerned. We trust that this precedent may be con- 
tinued in the future by those who shall come after us. 
Accordingly, early in the Spring of 1880, your Hon- 
orable Board appointed, upon recommendation of the 
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Committee, Messrs. Mark Kimball, Enos Ayres and 
J. G. Shortall, Appraisers, under the terms of the 
leases, most of which were to expire on the following 
eighth day of May. 

These gentlemen, well known in our community as 
ably qualified for the responsibility imposed, after a 
careful study and investigation of all the interests 
involved, submitted a report which justified the im- 
pression of many competent judges, as well as of the 
Committee, that this property had been appraised at 
much below its real rental value. In attempting to 
act upon this report the Committee were confronted 
with serious difficulties. Valuable improvements ex- 
isted upon much of the best property, and under the 
terms of the expiring leases it was optional with the 
city either to purchase those permanent improvements 
or to sell the land ; but the city had no funds with 
which to purchase, neither had it authority to do so, 
and it was considered a most unwise proceeding to 
dispose of the land ; besides the new leases must be 
so framed as to avoid, • in the future, the difficulties 
with which we were then contending. With these 
and other obstacles confronting them the Committee 
were compelled to give much time and patient con- 
sideration to the subject, and frequent conferences 
were held with the various parties interested, which 
happily resulted in an amicable settlement without 
being obliged to resort to vexatious litigation which 
seemed at one time impossible to avoid. 
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New leases, with some concessions on both sides, 
were agreed upon, most of them for fifty years with 
re-appraisals every five years ; these leases have been 
duly executed, and all future controversies, such as we 
have mentioned, seem to be obviated. There is still 
much of the property which is not yielding the rental 
which we believe it should. We trust, however, that 
four years hence, when most of the valuable improve- 
ments now in course of erection, or to be erected, 
will have been completed, and not being encumbered 
by the difficulties before mentioned, a re-appraisal 
will produce an additional advance fully equal to that 
effected under the present appraisal. 

With the final action of your Board, in the leasing 
of the old Post Office property to the National Safe 
Deposit Co., our work was nearly if not quite com- 
pleted. While there were honest differences of 
opinion, both in the Committee and in the Board, 
as to this last action, we believe its wisdom will be 
fully justified by the certain advance in the surround- 
ing property, so much of which belongs to the School 
Fund, which the next appraisal will exhibit. This, 
coupled with the serious objection made by many 
of our heaviest tax-payers and most worthy citi- 
zens against the use of this property for a Sunday 
theatre, seems a happy consummation of this import- 
ant matter. 

A little effort will doubtless bring under a rental the 
few remaining unrented pieces of land, and we trust 
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the close of another year will see such land under 
rental. 

It is a subject for congratulation that during the 
first two years the rentals, many of them past due and 
unpaid, have been collected ; the amount so collected 
amounts to more than twenty-five thousand dollars. 

The Committee would recommend that the few 
small amounts now standing against certain parties 
who are insolvent or deceased, be wiped from the 
record, as there is no expectation that they can be 
collected. 

This report would be incomplete should we fail to 
commend the faithful Attorney of the Board, Col. R. 
W. Ricaby, to whose ability and earnest efforts in the 
discharge of his duty much of the success of our work 
is due. 

We herewith submit a comparative statement, show- 
ing the increase in valuation made by the appraisers, 
and the rental fixed by your honorable body over that 
for the preceding five years, from which it will be 
seen that the increase from the School Fund rentals 
is more than fifty-five thousand dollars.

To the Board of Education of the City of Chicago : 

Gentlemen : Your Committee on German pre- 
sents herewith its Annual Report for the year ending- 
July 31, 1881. 

The scholastic year was one exhibiting a most 
gratifying progress in the branch of study under its 
charge. At the end of the last School Year, German 
was taught in nineteen Grammar Schools. During^ 
the present year, however, the Board of Education, 
recognizing the importance of this study, introduced 
the same, upon the petition of the requisite number of 
parents, into the Nickersonville, Jones, Marquette, 
Raymond, Clarke, Burr, Douglas, Wicker Park, 
La Salle and Hayes Schools, and since the close of 
the school year the Board has acted favorably on 
its introduction into the Armour Street School, thus 
leaving only the Holden, Oakley, Throop and Wal- 

6 
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lace Street Schools without the benefit of this branch 
of instruction. 

During the School Year ending June 26, 1880, the 
highest number of pupils who availed themselves of 
instruction in German in the different schools of this 
city, including the High Schools, was 3,004 ; during 
the past year the highest number was 4,827, an 
increase of 1,823 ; and, but for the loss of about 450 
pupils, occasioned by the enforcement of the so-called 
twenty rule, the increase would have been 47 per cent., 
^hich is an increase of 14 per cent, over the increase 
of last year, at which time the percentage of increase 
^as 33 per cent. This twenty rule was adopted by 
the Board in June, 1879, and provides that "whenever 
in any school the whole number in any grade, pursu- 
ing any one of the Optional Studies, shall fall below 
twenty, such study shall be discontinued in that grade 
of the school." 

Taking the Grammar Grades, exclusive of the High 
Schools, and simply the average number of pupils 
taking German in these grades, we find, as shown in 
detail in the accompanying table, that this number 
amounts to 3,727, which, compared with the whole 
number of pupils belonging to these grades, viz., 
7,801, makes about 48 per cent, of the total number 
10 whom the choice of German is given.

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It has often been employed as an argument in 
opposition to the study of German in the Public 
Schools of this city, that there was no continuous 
steady progress. The accompanying table will show 
that this argument has no foundation in fact ; it fur- 
nishes an exhibit of the growth of the German De- 
partment during the sixteen years of its extstence. 
According to it, increase took place from the begin- 
ning in 1865 till the close of the School Year 1870-71 ; 
the decrease in the following year, 1871-72, is ex- 
plained by the fact that several of .the schools in which 
this branch was taught, situated in the North Division 
of the City, were destroyed by the Great Fire. The 
slight decrease of per cent, during the year 1873-74 
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was due to the withdrawal of a large number of pupils 
for the purpose of going to work, which was rendered 
necessary in many families by the financial depression 
of that year. As soon as the buildings destroyed by 
the fire were restored, there was an increase again 
until the Scholastic Year 1875-76, when we find a 
decrease of 1,653 pupils, or 49 per cent, owing to the 
confinement of the study to Grammar Grades only, — 
the study having been heretofore also taught in the 
Primary Grades ; nevertheless an increase is shown in 
the very next year, which continuous up to the present 
time. The very small percentage of increase, 2 per 
cent, during the School Year 1879-80 was due to the 
introduction of the so-called twenty rule mentioned 
above.

During the last year, thirty-three teachers were em- 
ployed in this branch of instruction, the gross amount 
of salaries paid them being $17,075.40. In several 
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cases one teacher had charge of two schools, while in 
others the number of pupils availing themselves of the 
study of German was so large that two teachers had 
to be employed. Whenever a teacher of German 
had any unoccupied time she assisted in the English 
Department, — thus some of the teachers of German 
had charge of an English half-day division, requiring, 
therefore, no extra pay as a teacher of the latter, and 
being at the same time an evidence of the possibility 
of the gradual change of the system which would soon 
do away with the additional expense for the instruc- 
tion in German, which was recommended and set 
forth in detail in the last annual report of this Com- 
mittee. As to the method of instruction, the change 
inaugurated two years ago has been gradually going 
on, with the intention of making the instruction more 
practical than heretofore, by following as far as pos- 
sible the so-called natural method. Much of the suc- 
cess which has attended this study during the last two 
years is due to this different mode of instruction. 

The parents of the pupils studying German in the 
Pickard School again gave evidence this year of the 
interest taken by them in this study, by making up a 
purse at the close of the year, and presenting the 
same to Dr. G. A. Zimmermann, the Special Teacher 
of German, with instructions to distribute it as pre- 
miums among the five best scholars. It may be 
mentioned that the first prize was awarded to a girl 
of English parentage. 
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The Committee would recommend to your Honor- 
able Board that the so-called twenty rule be dispensed 
with, and we would further respectfully urge the im- 
portance of having the study of German taught in the 
Primary Department, beginning in the third grade. 

As the greater part of the success of the study of 
German taught in our Public Schools, during the past 
three years, is due to Dr. G. A. Zimmermann, we 
would close our report by respectfully acknowledging 
our appreciation of his skillful management and super- 
intendence of the study, as well as the strict discipline 
which he has always maintained among the several 
teachers under his charge.

DEAF MUTE SCHDDLS 



To the Board of Education of the City of Chicago. 

Gentlemen : Your Committee on Deaf Mute 
Schools would respectfully report that the Schools 
for the instruction of Deaf Mutes have made very- 
satisfactory progress during the past year. 

The general management of the schools has re- 
mained during the year under the charge of Mr. Philip 
A. Emery, who has devoted himself assiduously to 
the promotion of their best interests, and the work 
accomplished is the best evidence of the fitness of his 
selection for the position. Teachers and pupils of 
Institutions for the Education of Deaf Mutes, who 
have visited the schools, have passed very flattering 
encomiums upon the results accomplished. 

Five schools have been in operation during the 
year, three being located in the West Division of the 
city, one in the South and one in the North Division. 
Two of the schools of the West Division were accom- 
modated in the two-story frame building on the old 
High School lot on Monroe Street, near Halsted, one 
being composed of the more advanced pupils under 
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the charge of Miss Grace D. Emery ; the other, of 
primary pupils under the charge of Mrs. Mary A. 
Emery. The other school of the West Division was 
accommodated in the Division and Cleaver Street 
School building, and was in charge of Mrs. Mary A. 
Woodworth. The school in the South Division of 
the city was accommodated in the Third Avenue 
School building on Third Avenue near Twelfth Street, 
and was in charge of Mr. James E. Gallagher. There 
being no unoccupied rooms in any of the school build- 
ings in the North Division of the city, the Board has 
been obliged to rent a room for the school in this part 
of the city at the corner of Menomipee and Hammond 
Streets ; the school has been under the charge of Mr. 
D. Webster George. 

There have been enrolled 55 pupils in these schools 
during the year, of whom 31 commenced with the 
opening of the schools, September 6 ; ten additional 
pupils became, connected with the schools during the 
month of September, five during the month of October, 
one during the month of November, one during the 
month of February, one during the month of April, 
and six during the month of May. Of the 41 pupils 
enrolled during the month of September only four left 
during the year, one of the four remaining but one 
day, and another after an attendance of one week was 
sent to the Institution at Jacksonville. 

Thirteen pupils were enrolled in the advanced class, 
seven of whom were members for the entire year. 
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three entered during the month of September, one 
entered in November and left in March, and the 
remaining two entered in May, leaving a membership 
of twelve at the close of the year. This advanced 
class is subdivided into two classes, the higher class 
pursuing the studies of Arithmetic, Grammar, History, 
Geography, Reading and Drawing; the lower class 
being occupied more especially in Sentence Building, 
Spelling, Counting and Addition, Names of Objects, 
Reading in Second Reader, and Drawing. 

Fourteen pupils were enrolled during the year in 
the primary class in the school on Monroe Street, in 
the building on the; old High School lot, six of whom 
commenced at the opening of the school in Septem- 
ber, two additional pupils were enrolled during the 
month of September, three in October, and three in 
May, and all remained to the close of the year, with 
the exception of one pupil who entered September 29 
and left October 17. 

Seven pupils were enrolled in the Division and 
Cleaver Street School, five of whom entered in Sep- 
tember, one in October, and one in February, and all 
remained members of the school till the close of the 
year. 

Nine pupils were enrolled in the Third Avenue 
School, eight of whom entered in September and one 
in May, and all remained till the close of the year. 

Twelve pupils were enrolled in the Menominee 
Street School, ten of whom entered in September, 
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one in October, and one in April. Two pupils left 
the school during the year, one after remaining but 
one day, and the other after attending one week was 
sent to the Institution at Jacksonville. 

The Course of Instruction in all of the schools, 
except the advanced class, covers learning Names of 
Objects, Spelling, Sentence Building, Counting and 
Addition, Reading in First Reader, and Drawing. 

The attendance at the School for Deaf Mutes has 
been remarkably good during the year, when all the 
circumstances surrounding this class of pupils is taken 
into consideration, — the constitutional weaknesses fre- 
quently, indeed almost invariably, connected with 
their misfortune, the reluctance of parents in many 
cases to risk their health by exposure in inclement 
weather, especially such weather as we had during the 
last winter, and the long distances which many were 
obliged to travel in order to reach their school. 
These disadvantages are, however, frequently coun- 
terbalanced by the desire of some parents that their 
deaf-mute children should obtain all the schooling 
within their reach, especially as they can acquire little 
or none at home ; and from the further fact that the 
child himself while at home is, as it were, wholly 
alone, not being able to communicate intelligently 
with other children, and hence he is desirous to obtain 
a sufficient degree of knowledge to enable him to 
communicate at least with others similarly afflicted,

PART I. 

RULES RELATING TO ORGANIZATION AND MEETINGS OF THE BOARD 

ORGANIZATION. 

Section 1. — Officers. — The Officers of the Board of Education of the 
City of Chicago shall be a President, a Vice President, and a Secretary, 
who shall hold their offices for one year, and until their successors shall be 
elected and qualified. These officers shall be elected by ballot at the first 
regular meeting in September of each year, or as soon thereafter as may 
be practicable. None of the above named officers shall be considered 
elected unless he shall receive the vote of a majority of the entire Board. 

Sec. 2. — Regular Meetings. — The regular meetings of the Board shall be 
held on the second and last Thursdays of each and every month, com- 
mencing at half-past seven o'clock f. m., except the last meeting for the 
month of November, which shall be held on the Tuesday before the last 
Thursday of the month, commencing at half-past seven o'clock, p. m. 

Sec. 3. — Special Meetings. — The President of the Board may call a 
Special Meeting at any time for the discussion of questions, by causing 
written notice thereof to be served on the members of the Board. 

DUTIES OP OFFICERS. 

OP FRESIDBNT. 

Sec. 4. — Preside at Meetings. — It shall be the duty of the President to 
preside at all meetings of the Board, preserve order, enforce the rules, 
and perform such other duties as may properly appertain to his office, or 
be enjoined upon him by the Board. 



4 Mules and liegulations, 

Bbc. ^,— Appoint Committees. —At the meeting of the Board on the second 
Thursday of September in each year, or at the first meeting thereafter, the 
President shall appoint, subject to the approval of the Board, the Standing 
Committees for the year, and he shall appoint all Special Committees 
not otherwise provided for. 

Sec. Q.^Sign Becords of Proceedings.— -The President shall carefully 
examine the records of the proceedings of the Board, and shall affix his 
signature to such records when they shall have been approved by the 
Board, and such records, when signed by the President, Secretary and 
Clerk of the Board, shall be regarded as official. 

Sec. 7. — Close Schools. — ^The President shall have authority to close the 
Public Schools of the City upon other days than provided for in Section 
1, Part III, of the Rules of the Board, not to exceed three days in any one 
year. 

Sec. 8. —Draw Orders on City Treasurer.— A\\ orders drawn on the School 
Tax Fund and on the School Fund for the payment of salaries fixed by 
the Board, and all orders drawn on any of the Special Funds, when ap- 
proved and signed by the President and Secretary, shall be regarded as 
approved by the Board. The President and Secretary shall, from time to 
time, draw orders on the City Treasurer for money with which to pay 
teachers employed by the Board, and also to pay any and all salaries fixed 
by the Board, and all orders so drawn shall be deemed and regarded as 
ordered and drawn by the Board. 

Skc. 9. — Execute Leases. — The President and Secretary of the Board shall 
sign and execute all leases of school property which shall be leased by 
order, resolution or direction of the Board, and when so signed and exe- 
cuted, the same shall be deemed and taken to be the act and deed of the 
Board. All leases authorized by the Board, when presented to said Officers 
in due form for signature, shall be signed by them within forty-eight hours 
after such presentation. 

Sec. \0.—MaJce Contracts. — All contracts entered into between the Board 
and any person contracting with the Board for the erection of any build- 
ing, or for supplying furniture, apparatus, or fuel for any school building, 
or for performing any other contract entered into with the Board, the 
amount of which shall exceed Two Hundred ($200) Dollars, shall be 
signed by the President and Secretary of the Board ; and the person or per- 
sons entering into such contract with the Board shall be required to file a 
bond in an amount not less than the amount of the contract, for the 
faithful performance of such contract to the satisfaction of the Board ; 
provided, that all contracts for new work shall be signed by the 
President and Secretary. -No contract shall be executed, or bond accepted 
until its legal form has first been approved by the Attorney of the Board. 

OP vice president. 

Sec. 11. — ^The Vice President shall possess the powers and perform the 
duties of the President, in his absence. 
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OP SECRETARY. 

Sbc. 12. — The Secretary shall have a general supervision of the books 
of record ordered kept by the Board, and shall sign the records. He shall 
carefully examine and sign all orders drawn on the Special Funds, all pay 
rolls for the Teachers and Employes of the Board, all leases of School 
Property.and all contracts of the Board as provided for in Sections 9 and 10, 
Part I, of these' Rules. He shall perform such other duties as usually 
pertain to the office of Secretary, and which the Board may require of him. 

ORDER OF BUSINESS AT MEETINGS. 

Sec. 18. — ^The President shall take the chair at the time appointed for 
the meeting and call the meeting to order, and if a quorum be present 
the following shall be the Order of Business, and this Order shall not be 
deviated from unless under a suspension of the Rules, and the Rules may 
be suspended only by a two-thirds vote of all the members of the Board.

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RULES OP BUSINESS. 

Sec. 15. — A majority of the Board shall be requisite to constitute a quo- 
rum for the transaction of business. 

Sec. 16.— Any rule may be suspended, for the time being, by a vote of 
two-thirds of all the members of the Board. All changes in the rules of 
the Board shall require the concurrent vote of two- thirds of all the mem- 
bers of the Board. 

Sec. 17. — No motion for a reconsideration of any vote shall be made by 
any member, unless such member voted with the majority or with the 
prevailing side on the question, nor unless such motion shall be made at 
the meeting at which the vote shall have been taken, or at the next meeting 
thereafter. 

Sec. 18. — No member shall speak more than five minutes at any one 
time, nor more than once upon the same question, except by the consent 
of all the members of the Board ; provided, that Chairmen of Committees 
speaking on their reports may be allowed ten minutes. 

Sec. 19. — The ayes and noes shall be taken and entered of record on all 
questions involving the expenditure of money and leasing of School Fund 
Property, and on any other question at the request of any member if such 
request be made before the vote shall be announced. All questions involv- 
ing the expenditure of money or the leasing of School Pund Property 
shall require for their adoption the votes of a majority of all the mem- 
bers of the Board. 

Sec. 20. — All questions relating to the conduct, qualifications, etc., of 
Teachers, Officers, or Employes of the Board shall be considered with 
closed doors. 

Sec. 21. — The rules of parliamentary practice comprised in Roberts* 
Rules of Order, shall govern the Board in all cases to which they are 
applicable, and in which they are not inconsistent with the standing rules 
of the Board

BULE8 AND REGULATIONS OF THE BOARD RELATING TO BUSINESS. 

STANDING COMMITTEES. 

Section 1. — ^The following shall be the Standing Committees of the 
Board, and they shall be appointed by the President, subject to the ap- 
proval of the Board, as provided for in Section 5, Part 1. 

BUSINESS COMMITTEES. 

1. — On Building and Qrounds, consisting of three members. 
2. — On Apparatus and Furniture, consisting of three members. 
3. — On Janitors and Supplies, consisting of three members. 
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4.— On School Fund Property, consisting of five members. 
5. — On Finance and Salaries, consisting of three members. 
6.— On Special Funds and Prizes, consisting of three members. 

BGHOOL COMMITTEES. 

7. — On Teachers, consisting of five members and the Superintendent. 

8. — On Text Books and Course of Instruction, consisting of three mem- 
bers. 

9. — On High Schools, consisting of three members, one from each Dis> 
vision of the City. 

10.— On Evening Schools, consisting of five members. 

11. — On Music and Drawing, consisting of three members. 

12. — On German, consisting of three members. 

13. — On Deaf Mute Scliools, consisting of three members. 

14. — On District Boundaries ^consisting of three members and the 
Superintendent. 

15. — On each Qrammar and Primary School, consisting of one member 
for each School. 

MISCELLANEOUS COMMITTEES. 

16. — On Judiciary, consisting of three members. 

17. — On Publication, consisting of three members. 

18.— On Rules and Regulations, consisting of three members. 

19. — On Sanitary Affairs, consisting of three members. 

All Committees shall enter upon their duties immediately upon their 
appointment. 

DUTIES OP BUSINESS COMMITTEES. 

Sec. Z.-^Committee on Buildings and Orounda. — It shall be the duty of 
the Committee on Buildings and Grounds to exercise a general supervi- 
sion of the school buildings and grounds, and the repairs that may be 
needed ; to attend to the warming and ventilation of the several school 
buildings; the putting on and the repairing of the black boards in the sev- 
eral school buildings; and to recommend any improvements in the school 
buildings and grounds that may be thought necessary. 

Sec. Z.— Committee on Apparatus and Furniture. — It shall be the duty of 
the Committee on Apparatus and Furniture, from time to time, to recom- 
mend the purchase of such apparatus as may be found necessary; also the 
purchase, change or alteration of school furniture as they may deem ex- 
pedlent. 

Sec. 4. — Committee on Janitors and Supplies. — It shall be the duty of the 
Committee on Janitors and Supplies, at the time of the annual election of 
Teachers, to recommend for appointment the Engineers and Janitors re- 
quired for the ensuing year. The Committee shall also have power to fill 
any vacancies which may occur, subject to confirmation by the Board, 
provided that no Engineer or Janitor shall be appointed unless he shall 
furnish to the Committee satisfactory evidence of capability to perforn^ 
the duties required of him. They shall have power and authority to regu- 
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late, alter and prescribe the duties of the several Janitors of the Public 
Schools. They shall also exercise a general supervision of the various 
school supplies. 

Skc. h.^Oommittee on School Fund Property.— li shall be the duty of the 
Committee on School Fund Property to exercise a general supervision of 
the property belonging to the School Fund. 

Sec. 6. — Committee on Finance and Salaries. — It shall be the duty of the 
Committee on Finance and Salaries, from time to time, at intervals not ex- 
ceeding three months, to count and examine all the securities in the hands 
of the School Agent so as to make sure of tlieir identity, and to make a 
report of such examination at the meeting of the Board next following 
the same; also to report annually, at the first regular meeting for the month 
of August, the condition of the School Fund, together with such recom- 
mendations as they shall think proper in connection therewith ; they shall 
also meet at least three days before each regular meeting of the Board, 
and shall examine all bills drawn against the School Tax Fund, and shall 
report the same to the Board at the meeting next succeeding with their 
approval or dissent as the case may require. No bills shall be paid until 
the same are ordered to be paid by the Board. It shall also be the duty 
of the Committee to report at the second meeting in December, a state- 
ment of the expenditures of the Board for the past year, and their esti- 
mates for the ensuing year. 

It shall also be their duty to submit to the Board as early as practicable 
after the passage of the Annual Appropriation Bill by the City Council, a 
schedule of salaries of Teachers and other Employes of the Board for the 
current fiscal year, provided^ that final action shall not be taken till the bill 
shall have gone into effect. 

They shall also consider any recommendations that may be made by the 
Committee on Teachers in cases of those teachers who come to our schools 
with experience in schools of like character elsewhere, and report their 
recommendation to the Board for action thereon. 

Sec. 7. — Committee on Special Funds and Prizes. — It shall be the duty of 
the Committee on Special Funds and Prizes, to take charge of the Special 
Funds under the control of the Board, and to recommend to the Board, 
from time to time, the purchase from these Funds of such reference books, 
apparatus, or text books, as may be needed ; and also of Foster Medals and 
such other medals or prizes as may be ordered by the Board. 

DUTIES OP SCHOOL COMMITTEES. 

Sec. 8. — Committee on Teachers. — The Committee on Teachers shall, in 
connection with the Superintendent, examine all candidates for situations 
as Teachers in the Public Schools, in accordance with Section 82, Part 
III, relating to the examination of Teachers, and shall recommend to 
the Board, for the proper certificates, such candidates as pass a satis- 
factory examination. The Committee shall also from time to time recom- 
mend for appointment names of those holding partial certificates, to be 
assigned by the Superintendent as vacancies occur. 
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Sec. 9.— Committee on Text Books and Course of Instruction, — It shall be 
the duty of the Committee on Text Books and Course of Instruction, an- 
nually, at the first regular meeting in the month of April, to make a report 
embracing such facts and suggestions in regard to Text Books and the 
Course of Instruction as they may deem proper to present. Whenever 
^uch report shall be made, any member may propose any changes in Text 
Books that may seem to him proper and desirable. The Committee shall, 
before making such annual report, invite proposals from publishers of 
school books for the introduction of Text Books in the Public Schools of 
the City for the ensuing school year. In such proposals, the publishers 
shall state definitely the prices at which they will guarantee that pupils 
shall be furnished with the books offered by them, at convenient distances 
from the several school buildings in which such books shall be used dur- 
ing the year, and all Text Books adopted will be considered as adopted 
subject to the terms offered by the publishers at this time. No Text Books 
shall be adopted for use during the ensuing school year before the second 
regular meeting after the presentation of such report; nor shall any Text 
Book be considered adopted unless by a concurrent vote of a majority of all 
the members of the Board in its favor. The action upon the adoption of any 
proposed change in Text Books or in the Course of Instruction, under the 
report of such Committee, must be taken on or before the second regular 
meeting of the Board in June of each year, and a failure on the part of 
the Board to take such action at or prior to such time, shall operate as a 
continuance for the succeeding year of the • books then in use. All 
•changes in Text Books shall take effect only at the commencement of the 
Fall Term of the schools, unless it be otherwise ordered by a vote of two- 
thirds of all the members of the Board. The books used and the studies 
pursued shall be such and such only, as may be authorized by the Board. 

Sec. 10. — Committees on Schools. — It shall be the duty of the Committees 
on the High and other Schools, to visit the schools under their charge as 
often as convenient, and at least once in every Term, and to make from 
time to time a short report of the condition of said schools, including a 
particular statement of the condition of the buildings and grounds, and to 
recommend any changes which they may deem best for the interest of the 
schools, and to recommend, in connection with the Superintendent, any 
changes and transfers of Teachers. And it shall further be the duty of 
the several Committees on the Grammar Schools, to be present at the close 
of the Summer Term of said schools, and to award the medals and di- 
plomas to those pupils whose attendance, scholarship and general deport- 
ment entitle them to the same; provided^ that no Foster Medal shall be 
ttwarded to a pupil who fails to pass the examination for admission to 
the High Schools. 

Sec. 11. — Committee on Evening Schools. — It shall be the duty of the Com- 
mittee on Evening Schools to have general supervision of such schools, 
and, in connection with the Superintendent, to appoint the teachers of the 
«ame, and to report from time to time to the Board, the condition and 
the wants of these schools. Any teacher in the Evening Schools found 
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to be incompetent may be discharged by the Superintendent, who shall 
report such dismissal to the Board at its next regular meeting. 

Sec. 12. — Committee on Mtisic and Dravoing. — It shall be the duty of the 
Committee on Music and Drawing to have a general supervision of the 
instruction in these branches of study, and to make from time to time such 
recommendations to the Board, as their experience and observation may 
deem necessary or advisable. 

Sec. 13. — Committee on German. — It shall be the duty of the Committee 
on German to have a general supervision of the instruction in German in 
all the Public Schools of the City; to examine, in connection with the 
Superintendent of Schools, all candidates who may apply for positions as 
Teachers of German, at such times as they may see fit ; to recommend to the 
Committee on Teachers such persons as they find best fitted to teach the 
German language, when vacancies occur ; and to report to the Board, 
each month, the condition and wants of the German Department. 

Sec. H.— Committee on Denf Mute Schools. — It sh^ll be the duty of the 
Committee on Deaf Mute Schools to have a general supervision of the Deaf 
Mute Schools under the control of the Board. 

Sec. 15. — Committee on District Boundaries. — It shall be the duty of the 
Committee on District Boundaries to lay out the entire city in school 
districts, by permanent boundaries, having reference as far as possible 
to the present and future population, and to submit the same to the 
Board for approval. 

The Committee shall also carefully examine the existing school 
accommodations of the several districts compared with the population, 
and the need of additional accommodations with a view to extending 
school privileges equally to the entire school population of the city, and 
shall from time to time report to the Board what new school houses or 
additions to existing houses are needed. 

They shall have power from time to time, upon the recommendation of 
the Superintendent, to make temporary changes in district lines and to 
order the transfer of pupils from one district to another, but no such, 
changes shall extend beyond the school year in which they are made. 

duties op miscellaneous committees. 

Sec. 16. — Committee on Judiciary.— li shall be the duty of the Commit- 
tee on Judiciary to consider and report upon all questions that may be re- 
ferred to them by the Board. 

Sec. M.— Committee on Publication.— It shall be the duty of the Commit- 
tee on Publication to have supervision of all printing and publications of 
the Board. 

Sec. 18. — Committee on Rules and Regulations. — It shall be the duty of 
the Committee on Rules and Regulations, from time to time, to prepare 
such revisions and modifications of the Rules and Regulations as they may 
deem expedient. 
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• Sec. \^. —Committee on Sanitary Affain. — It shall be the duty of the 
Committee on Sanitary Affairs, from time to time, to inspect all school 
buildings and their surroundings, and make reports and suggestions to 
the Board on the subjects of ventilation, heating, drainage, and con- 
tagious diseases, and methods to be employed to prevent contagious 
diseases among pupils in the schools. They shall make an annual report 
of their work, and of the hygienic and sanitary condition of the schools^ 
giving also statistics concerning contagious diseases in the schools during 
the year, and such suggestions and recommendations as the Committee 
deem for the benefit and advantage of the schools. 

GENERAL DUTIES OF STANDING COMMITTEES. 

Sec. ^(^.--Opening Proposals. — It shall be the duty of the Chairman of 
each Committee by whom bids or proposals are received, in accordance 
with instructions of the Board, to notify all members of the Board, 
through the Clerk of the Board, of the place and hour of meeting for the 
purpose of opening such bids or proposals, and no bids or proposals 
shall be opened until at least two members of the Board are present. 

Sec. 21. — Report of Expenditures and Estimates. — It shall be the duty of 
the several Committees having charge of any of the expenditures of the 
Board, to present to the Committee on Finance and Salaries, on or before 
the 15th day of December, a statement of the expenditures of the past year, 
and their estimates for the ensuing year. 

Sec. 22. — Annual Report for Publication. — It shall be the duty of each 
Committee, at the second meeting in July, to report their doings for the 
year. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

Sec. 23. — ScTiool Buildings not to be used for otTier than School Purposes. 
The school buildings under the control of the Board of Education, shall 
not be used for any other than Public Scho:)l purposes. 

Sec. 24. — PublisTiers File Sample Copies of Text Books with Clerk. — A 
sample copy of every text book proposed for adoption shall be filed with 
the Clerk of the Board, to which copy shall be attached a guarantee by 
the publishers thereof, that, during the time said books , if adopted, shall 
be used in the schools, the copies sold to pupils shall equal said sam- 
ple copy in quality, composition and press-work, and that the literary 
matter thereof shall not be altered without the express consent of the 
Board. 

Sec. 2^.—Prices of Text Books to Pupils.— AM Text Books shall be sold 
to pupils, at convenient distances from the respective schools in which 
such books are used, at the prices which the publishers, in their pro- 
posals submitted as provided for in Sec. 9, Part II., guarantee they shall 
be furnished. 

Sec. 26. — Teachers or Employes shaU not have Pecuniary Interest in Sale 
of Text Books. — No text book, written, edited, compiled, revised or amend- 
ed by any oflScer, teacher or employe of the Board shall be considered 
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for adoption, until such anthor or person aforesaid, and also the publisher 
thereof, shall file with the Clerk of the Board, their affidavits, fully show- 
ing that such officer, teacher or employe has no pecuniary interest, pres- 
ent, prospective or contingent, or in any manner whatsoever, in the sale,^ 
proceeds or profits of such book. 

Upon the violation of the foregoing, such text books shall be dropped 
from the list, and such officer, employe or teacher offending against the 
Constitution and Statute of the State shall be prosecuted thereunder. 

OFFICE AND BUSINESS EMPLOYES. 

Sec. 21.— Election^ Term of Office, etc. — The office and business employes 
of the Board shall consist of an Architect and Superintendent of Con- 
struction, a Business Agent, an Attorney, a School Agent of the Board of 
Education, a Clerk, a Book-keeper, and such other employes as necessity 
may require. These employes shall be chosen by ballot, at the regular 
meeting when the officers of the Board are elected, and no one shall be 
considered elected unless he shall receive the votes of a majority of the 
entire Board. Such employes shall be elected for one year, and until 
their successors are elected and qualified, unless otherwise ordered by the 
Board. Their compensation shall be fixed by the Board at the time of 
fixing the Salaries of Teachers, and pay rolls for their services shall be 
made at the close of each calendar month. 

ARCHITECT AND SUPERINTENDENT OP CONSTRUCTION. 

Sec. 28. — Duties. — It shall be the duty of the Architect and Superintend- 
ent of Construction to furnish at his own expense, including materials 
the necessary plans and specifications and working drawings, with the 
proper tracings, for all buildings of whatever kind to be erected by the 
Board, and also for all repairs when ordered by the Board, such 
plans to be the exclusive property of the Board. He shall also person- 
ally superintend all buildings in process of construction, visiting each 
building on an average of at least once each working day, and requiring of 
all contractors and mechanics employed on such buildings that all work 
and material shall conform strictly to contract. He shall also super- 
intend all repairs ordered by the Board to be done under his direction. 

He shall report to the Committee on Buildings and Grounds at their 
meetings, and to the Board at their regular meetings, the progress of each 
building, and whether the same in respect to character and time is accord- 
ing to the terms of the contracts, and he shall be held personally respon- 
sible to the Board that all work and materials certified by him for pay- 
ment are such as the contracts require. 

He shall give his entire time to the Board, and be at all times subject to 
its orders. He shall furnish annually, within ten days after his election, 
a satisfactory bond, to be approved by the Board, in the sum of Ten Thou- 
sand Dollars, for the faithful performance of his duties. 

The office of the Architect and Superintendent of Construction shall be 
at the rooms of the Board. 
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BUSIKBSS AOBNT. 

Sec. 29. — Duties. — It shall be the duty of the Business Agent, under the 
orders of the Board, to purchase all necessary supplies, to superintend the 
distribution of the same, and to keep a record thereof as well as of sup- 
plies on hand September 1, 1881, and of the use made of the same, in books 
to be provided by the Board for the purpose, which books shall also 
show the balance on hand at the end of each fiscal year. 

It shall be his duty, under the direction of the Committee on Janitors 
and Supplies, to have under his supervision and control the Engineers 
and Janitors employed by the Board, and to see that all buildings, grounds 
and other property belonging to the Board, in charge of Engineers and 
Janitors, are kept in a good and cleanly condition. 

It shall be his duty periodically to inspect all school buildings, to keep 
a record, in books to be provided for that purpose, of the condition thereof 
at the time of such visit; and to superintend all necessary repairs thereof, 
except such repairs as the Board shall order to be done under the direc- 
tion of the Architect and Superintendent of Construction. 

It shall be his duly, under the direction of the Committee on Buildings 
and Grounds, to have charge of the Carpenters and Laborers employed by 
the Board, and he shall be responsible therefor and shall keep a record of 
such services rendered and for wliat purpose. 

He shall certify to the correctness of all bills and vouchers calling for 
the payment of money by the Board, and shall sec that all vouchers are ap- 
proved by the Chairman of the Committee under whose direction the ex- 
penditure was made, and he shall transmit the same, with all necessary 
information, to the Committee on Finance and Salaries, at least three 
days before each regular meeting of the Board. 

He shall, under the direction of the various Committees of the Board, 
discharge any duty connected with the business interests of the Board 
that may be required of him, and he shall be at all times subject to the 
order of the Board. 

He shall keep regular Office Hours at the rooms of the Board, from half- 
past two to five o'clock on Saturdays, and from four to five o'clock on other 
week days. 

He shall furnish annually, within ten days after his election, a satisfac- 
tory bond to be approved by the Board, in the sum of Ten Thousand Dol- 
lars, for the faithful performance of his duties. 

ATTORNEY OF THE BOARD. 

Sec. so.— Duties. — It shall be the duty of the Attorney of the Board 
to attend to all the legal business of the Board, to prepare all contracts 
and leases, and to attend to such other legal duties as the Board may 
require. 

SCHOOL AGENT OP THE BOARD OP EDUCATION. 

Sec. 31. — Duties. — It shall be the duty of the School Agent of the Board 
of Education to safely keep all tlie bonds, notes, mortgages, and other 
securities belonging to, or in charge of, or under the control of the Board ; 
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also, to collect all rents of School Fund Lands and interest on School 
Fund Principal, to pay the teachers in the employ of the Board, to keep 
the accounts of all the Special Funds under the control of the Board, ex 
cept the Jonathan Burr Fund, and pay all orders properly drawn on 
such Funds. 

He shall report on the first day of each month to the President of the 
Board, the condition of the School Fund derivable from all sources, and 
also of each of the Special Funds, specifying the amount of money on 
hand, and the amounts received and expended during the month just term- 
inated. This report shall be presented to the Board at its next regular 
meeting, and be entered upon its minutes. He shall also perform such 
other duties pertaining to the management of the School Fund as the 
Board may require. 

The School Agent of the Board of Education shall b3 required to give 
annually, within ten days after his election, a good and sufficient bond, to 
be approved by the Board, in the sum of One Hundred Thousand Dollars. 

CLERK. 

Sec. 32. — Duties — It shall be the duty of the Clerk to keep the records 
of the proceedings of the Board in the books and records of the Board, 
under the direction of the President, and he shall sign such records. He 
shall prepare the same for the printer in the shortest possible time, and 
send copies thereof to the members of the Board. He shall take gen- 
eral charge of the rooms of the Board. He shall send, in due time 
to all members of the Board, notices of meetings of the Board ; and to 
members of Committees, notices of meetings of their respective Commit- 
tees. He shall notify the President of all meetings of Committees, and 
generally perform such other duties as the Board or its Officers shall 
direct. 

The other Employes of the office shall be under the direction of the Offi- 
cers of the Board and the Clerk. 

BOOK-KEEPEB. 

Sec. 33. — Duties. — It shall be the duty of the Book-keeper to keep, in 
proper books of account, a true, faithful and correct record of the finan- 
cial transactions of the Board ; to present to the Committee on Finance 
and Salaries, at its first meeting after the fifth day of each month, a trial 
balance of the ledger, which shall exhibit the condition of each account at 
the close of the previous month, after all the entries for the month have been 
made; and to furnish, from time to time, such information from said 
books as may be required by any Committee, member or Officer of the 
Board. 

It shall be his duty, in addition to the ordinary books of account, to 
keep a Register of School Fund Property, showing, if leased, to whom 
leased, date and expiration of lease, amount of rent and how payable ; a 
Register of School Property, showing location, size and estimated value of 
school sites and school buildings, heating apparatus, furniture, fixtures and 
other school apparatus belonging to or under the control of the Board ; a 
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Register of all securities held by or in behalf of the Board as investments 
of Principal on account of the School Fund or of the Special Funds, 
showing the number and nature of the securities, amounts, dates of 
issue and maturity, rates of interest and how payable. 

It shall be his duty, under the direction of the Committee on Finance 
and Salaries, to examine and certify the accounts and returns of the School 
Agent of the Board of Education ; to receive and check all bills for ser- 
vices rendered, or for supplies furnished to, or in behalf of the Board ; 
to see that the same are certified by the Business Agent, and ap- 
proved by the Committee under whose direction and authority such bills 
were incurred ; and, on the approval by the Board, to file one of said bills 
as an original voucher, transmitting the other to the City Comptroller for 
payment; and, generally, to perform such other duties pertaining to the 
business of the Board, as may be required of him by the officers of the 
Board or its Committees. 



PART III. 

RULES AND REGULATION RELATING TO SCHOOLS. 

TERMS, VACATIONS, ETC. 

Sec. 1. — The School Year shall consist of ten months of four weeks 
each, and shall be divided into three Terms, as follows : 

Fall Term^ commencing upon the first Monday of September, and 

continuing sixteen weeks. 
Winter Term^ commencing upon the Monday succeeding the first 

day of January, and continuing sixteen weeks. 
Summer Term^ commencing upoa the Monday succeeding the first 

day of 3[ay, and continuing eight weeks. 

Schools shall be closed upon all legal holidays and Washington's 
Birthday, and they may be closed by order of the President of the 
Board upon other days, not to exceed three days in any one year. 

CLA.SSIFICATION OF SCHOOLS. 

Sec. 2.— The Public Schools of the city shall be classified as follows: 
I. Three High Schools, one for each Division of the City, with a full 

Course of four years, and a Classical Course of three years, 
II. Grammar Schools. 

III. Primary Schools. 

IV. Deaf Mute Schools. 

The Course of Study below the High School shall be divided into eight 
Grades. Pupils in the four highest Grades shall constitute the Grammar 
Department, and pupils in the four lowest Grades shall constitute the 
Primary Department. 

No change shall be made in the Classification of any School, except 
by the vote of a majority of the entire Board. 
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SUPERINTENDENTS AND SPECIAL TEACHERS. 

BUPBRINTBNDBNT OF SCHOOLS. 

Skc. 3. — Election. — ^The Saperintendent of Schools shall bo elected by 
ballot on the last Thursday in June of each year. The votes of a majority 
of all the members of the Board shall be required for his election. 

Sbo. 4. — Duties, — ^The Superintendent of Schools shall act under the 
advice and direction of the Board, and shall have the superintend, 
ence of all the Public Schools, school apparatus, school libraries, 
and a general supervision of all school property. He shall devote 
himself exclusively to the duties of his oflSce. He shall keep regular 
oflSce hours, other than school hours, at a place to be provided for that 
purpose, which shall be the general Depository of the books and papers 
belonging to the Board, and at which the Board shall hold its meetings. 

He shall carefully observe the teaching and discipline of all the teach- 
ers employed in the Public Schools, and shall report to the Board when- 
ever he shall find any teacher deficient and incompetent in the discharge 
of his or her duties. He shall have power to grant leave of absence from 
school for any satisfactory reason, but no teacher shall be entitled to any 
compensation during such leave of absence, unless the cause thereof is on 
account of her own sickness or inability to perform her duties as teacher, 
and in such cases the pay during such time shall be in accordance with 
the provisions of Section 33 of Part III. of these Rules; provided, that no 
leave of absence shall be granted for a period longer than one Term, and 
any teacher remaioiug absent for a longer time than one Term shall be 
deemed to have resigned. 

He shall have power to suspend teachers temporarily whenever the 
interests of the schools, in his Judgment, demand such action, and he 
shall report such action at the next regular meeting of the Board. 

He shall also make such assignments of Assistant Teachers in the 
Grammar and Primary Schools, from the list of appointments for assign- 
ment made by the Board from time to time, with the concurrence of the 
Committee on the School to which such assignment is to be made, as the 
wants of such schools may require. Such assignments shall be temporary, 
and shall be reported to the Board at the first meeting of each month, for 
action thereon. 

In case of vacancies occurring in positions requiring an election by 
ballot during the interval between the regular meetings of the Board, he 
shall have power, with the concurrence of the Committee on the School in 
which such vacancy occurs, to fill temporarily such vacancy till action 
is taken on the same by the Board. 

He shall determine the form of all blanks and books to be used in the 
Public Schools of the City in keeping the records of attendance, etc. 

Skc. 5. — Attend Meetings of Boards Make Annual Beport, etc. — He shall 
attend all meetings of the Board. He shall keep the Board constantly 
informed of the condition of the Public Schools, and the changes required 
in the same. A general report of the condition of the Public Schools shall 
be prepared by him at the close of each School Year, for publication. 
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ASSISTANT SUPERmTKin)BNT OF SCHOOLS. 

Sec. G. — i720e<t«^— The Assistant Superintendent of Schools shall be 
elected at the same time and in the same manner as the Superintendent, a 
majority vote of all the members being required for an election. 

Sec 7. — DiUies — In general daties and in matters of office work, the 
Assistant Superintendent of Schools shall be under the direction of the 
Superintendent of Schools, and he shall be governed by the same rules 
as the Superintendent of Schools. 

SPECIAL TEACHERS. 

Sec. 8. — Election of. — ^At the annual election of Teachers, there shall 
be elected by ballot a Special Teacher of Vocal Music, a Special Teacher 
of Drawing, and a Special Teacher of German. 

Sec. 9. — Duties of Special Teachers of Vocal Music and Drawing. — It 
shall be the duty of the Special Teachers of Vocal Music and of Drawing, 
under the direction of the Superintendent of Schools, to devote their 
whole time to the special work of their respective departments. 

Sec. 10. — Duties of Special Teacher of German. — It shall be the duty of 
the Special Teacher of German, under the direction of the Superintendent 
of Schools, to devote his whole time to the methods of instruction in the 
German classes ; to superintend the work of the Teachers of German, in 
connection with the Committee on German ; to examine all pupils for 
passing grade in the German Language ; to meet the Teachers of German 
for Institute work at least once a month ; and generally to perform such 
other duties as may be required by the Superintendent, or the Board. 

HIGH SCHOOLS. 

Sec. 11. — Management. — The general management and discipline of the 
High Schools are committed to the hands of the Principals of the 
Schools ; but each of the Assistants shall be responsible, under the direc- 
tion of the Principal, for the order and discipline of his own room. 

Sec. 12. — Admission. — Pupils shall not be admitted to the High Schools 
until they are twelve years of age; nor until they shall have sustained 
a satisfactory examination upon the studies pursued in the Grammar 
Schools, and they shall also be actual residents of the city. 

The regular examination of candidates shall be held near the close of 
the Summer Term of each year. A supplemental examination shall be 
held near the close of the Summer Vacation. The standard for admission 
shall be seventy-ftoe per cent, upon a general average of all the studies; 
provided^ however, that no pupil shall be admitted whose average upon 
any one study shall fall beloT;^ forty-five per cent. 

All applications for the continuance of the attendance of pupils in the 
High Schools who have heretofore attended such schools and who claim 
to have removed temporarily from the city, shall be referred to the Super- 
intendent, with power to act: prooidedy that the Superintendent shall not 
re-admit any such pupil unless it shall appear that such removal from the 
city is only temporary. 
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Sec. 13,—'Oraduation.^Al\ pupils who complete the Fall Four- Year 
Course and the Three-Tear Classical Coarse shall be entitled to a diploma ; 
aad all papils who complete two years of the Fall Foar-Tear Course shall 
be entitled to a certificate of the completion of such portion of the Coarse. 

Sec. 14. — Examinations for Promotion and Graduation. — Papils shall 
not be permitted to advance from one year to another, or to graduate in 
either of the High Schools, until they have passed a satisfactory exami- 
nation in all the branches pursued during the school year. 

Sec. 15. — Questions for Examinations for Admission, — Questions for 
each examination of candidates for admission to the High Schools shall 
be prepared by the Superintendent. 

Sec. 16. — Daily Sessions. — ^The daily sessions of the High Schools shall 
continue from nine o'clock a. h. till two o'clock p. h., with a recess of 
twenty-five minutes, unless otherwise ordered by the Board. 

GRAMMAR AND PRIMARY SCHOOLS. 

HEHBEBSHIP. 

Sec. 17. — Qualifications and Time of Application. — All children whose 
residence is within the limits of the city, who are not otherwise disquali- 
fied. and who have reached the age of six years, shall be entitled to attend 
the Public School of the district within which they reside. All persons 
who were not members of the schools at the close of the School Year in 
June, desiring admission at the commencement of the School Year, will 
make application upon the Saturday preceding the opening of the schools, 
between the hours of 10 a. h. and 4 p. m. ; and all children who are other- 
wise qualified shall at all times be entitled to admission within one day 
after application is made. 

Sec.. 18. — Furnish Certificate of Vaticination. — No pupil shall be received 
in any Public School without furnishing a physician's certificate that he 
or she has been vaccinated, or otherwise secured against the small.pox; 
nor shall any pupil who has not been vaccinated or re-vaccinated within 
seven years, be allowed to remain in any school, unless he has had either 
the small-pox or varioloid. 

Sec. \9.- 'Cleanliness in, Person and Dress. — ^Any child that comes to 
school without proper attention having been given to the cleanliness of 
his person or dress, or whose clothes need repairing, shall be sent home to 
be properly prepared for the school-room.^ 

Sec. 20. — Communicable Diseases. — No pupil affected with any com- 
municable disease, or living in any building with persons thus affected, 
shall be allowed to remain in any of the Public Schools. 

Sec. 21. — Must be Supplied with Books, &c. — No pupil shall be allowed 
to retain connection with any Public School, unless furnished with books, 
slate, and other utensils required to be used in the class to which he be- 
longs ; provided^ that no pupil shall be excluded for such cause, unless the 
parent or guardian shall be furnished by the teacher with a list of books 
or articles needed, and one week shall elapse after such notice, without 
the pupil obtaining such books. 
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In all cases where the Principal has satisfactory information that 
the parents or guardians of a pupil are unable to supply the neces- 
sary text books, he shall furnish such pupils with the required 
books from the Special Funds provided for that purpose. (See Sec. 38, 
Part III.) 

Sec. 23. — TranBfer from one School to Another — Whenever a pupil passes 
from one school to another, he shall be required to present to the Principal 
of the School which he enters, a regular transfer card from the Principal 
of the School which he leaves. He shall then be allowed to enter a class 
in the same grade as that which he has left. 

DAILY SESSIONS. 

Sec. 23. — Hours of Daily Session. — The morning sessions of the Grammar 
and Primary Schools shall commence at nine o'clock with appropriate 
singing, and they shall close at twelve o'clock. The afternoon sessions 
shall commence at half-past one o'clock, and shall close at half-past three 
o'clock. Pupils in the two lowest grades, who attend school both fore- 
noon and afternoon, may be dismissed either in the forenoon or in the 
afternoon, not less than one hour before the close of school : provided, 
that in no case shall all the classes of a division be dismissed at the same 
time. 

Sec. 24. — Tardiness. — ^The bell of each school shall be rung five minutes 
before the hour for commencing school, by city time; and every pupil 
who is not in the school-room when the hour arrives shall be marked as 
tardy. Pupils present less than one-half of the school session shall be 
marked absent. 

Sec. 25. — Recesses. — The teachers of the Grammar Divisions of the sev- 
eral schools shall allow a recess each forenoon, for all the pupils in the 
same, of fifteen minutes from the time they leave their seats until they 
are again seated; and the teachers of the Primary Divisions shall allow a 
recess not less than fifteen and not exceeding twenty minutes from the 
time the pupils leave their seats until they are again seated. Whenever 
pupils are detained in the school-room at recess, they shall be permitted to 
pass out after the recess is closed. 

attendat^ce. 

Sec. 26. — Suspension and Restoration. — Every pupil in the Public 
Schools of the city who shall be absent six half days in four consecutive 
weeks, without an excuse from the parent or guardian, given either in 
person or by written note, satisfying the teacher that the absences were 
caused by sickness, or by sickness in the family, or to avoid serious and 
imprudent exposure of health, shall forfeit his seat in the s'^hool; and the 
teacher shall forthwith notify the parent, and in special cases the Super, 
intendent, that the pupil is suspended. No pupil thus suspended, unless 
for sickness, shall be restored to school till the parent or guardian has 
given satisfactory assurance to the Principal, and in special cases to the 
Superintendent, that the pupil will be punctual in the future. 
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All restorations by the Superinteadent must take effect upon the first 
day of the School Month succeeding such restoration, unless an earlier 
restoration is deemed advisable by him. 

In the application of the foregoing rule, leaving school without permis- 
sion» or two tardinesses, or two dismissals, shall be regarded the 
same as one absence. Absences which occur when the attendance 
of the pupil would cause a serious and imprudent exposure of health, 
shall be regarded the same as absences occasioned by sickness. 

Absences and dismissals for religious instruction, or during days held 
sacred by parents, shall be counted as absences for sickness: provided^ a 
written request be sent by the parent or guardian to the Principal of the 
School. 

Whenever the absences of a pupil are caused by sieknesSy and the 
teacher does not receive the proper notice of the cause till the pupil is 
suspended, the pupil should be restored by the parent's explaining the 
cause, either in person or by written note, to the Principal. 

Sbc. 27. — When Names are Dropped from School Records. — ^All pupils 
shall be considered as members of the school for three days from theic last 
attendance, at the expiration of which time their names shall be dropped 
from the roll: provided^ that such as are transferred by card 
from one school to another in the city, shall be considered as severing 
their connection with the school at the time of receiving such transfer 
card. 

DEAF MUTE SCHOOLS. 

Sbc. 28. — Deaf Mute Schools. — Schools for the education of deaf and 
dumb children shall be maintained in charge of Teachers who are 
skilled in the methods of instructing deaf mutes. When necessity 
requires the establishment of more than one of these schools in the city, 
there shall be elected by the Board at the last meeting in June of each 
year, a competent Teacher to superintend the instruction given in all of 
the deaf mute schools, who shall be known as the Principal of Deaf 
Mute Schools, and who shall from time to time, report to the Committee on 
Deaf Mule Schools, the necessities and progress of the schools under his 
charge, and shall report monthly to the Clerk the time of service rendered 
by each teacher; he shall have special charge of all property, books, and 
apparatus belonging to the Board used in said schools ; and he^ shall 
annually at the close of the school year report to the Board an inventory 
of the same and its condition. 

At the close of each school year, he shall make a general report to the 
Board of these schools, showing the number of Teachers employed, their 
salaries; number, age and sex of each pupil; the average daily attendance 
of pupils during the year; and such other facts and suggestions as will be 
of value to the Board in the management of said schools. 

The Teachers of the Deaf Mute Schools shall be elected annually at 
the last meeting in June. 
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TEACHERS. 



EMPLOYMENT AND SALARIES. 



Sec. 2Q.— Annual Election. — ^At the meeting of the Board on the last 
Thursday of June in each year, the Board shall elect teachers for the en- 
suing year. The teachers then elected, and those afterward appointed, 
shall hold their positions ui^til the close of the School Year, unless sooner 
removed, or unless the School to which a Principal or Assistant Teacher 
is elected shall be discontinued during the year. The election of the 
Teachers of the High Schools, of all Principals, of Head Assistants, and 
of Special Teachers shall be by ballot, and no teacher shall be deemed elected 
unless he or she shall receive a majority of the votes of all the members 
of the Board. 

The Principals hereafter appointed shall reside within the corporate 
limits of the City of Chicago, and in case of their non-compliance with 
this rule, they shall be deemed to have resigned, and their places shall be 
declared vacant. 

Sec. 30. — Minimum Age. — No person, either male or female, under the 
age of nineteen years, shall be appointed as teacher in any of the Public 
Schools. 

Sec. 31. — Salaries. — ^The Salaries of Teachers, when fixed by the Board, 
shall remain in force during the current Fiscal Year. (See Sec 6, Part 
II.) 

Sec. 32. — Examinations. — Candidates for positions as Teachers in the 
Public Schools of the city shall be required to pass examination with 
special reference to the position for which they are candidates, whether 
as Principals of High Schools, Assistants in High Schools, Prin- 
cipals of Grammar Schools, Principals of Primary Schools, or Assist- 
ants in Grammar and Primary Schools, and, on passing such 
examination, and on the recommendation of the Committee on Teachers, 
they may receive from the Board a certificate designated a Partial Certi- 
ficate for the position for which they have been examined. After trial, 
and upon the joint recommendation of the Committee on Teachers and 
the Committee on the School in which the holder of a Partial Certificate 
has been employed, the Board may grant a Full Certificate of qualifica- 
tions for the position designated in the Partial Certificate. 

Teachers shall not be appointed to any position without the proper cer- 
tificate for such position, or advanced to any position higher than 
that for which they have been examined without the proper advanced 
examination and certificate. 

No certificate shall be good in the hands of any teacher who has not 
been acting as a teacher, either in the schools of Chicago or in schools of 
equal grade, within a period of two years immediately preceding the time 
of application for a position. 

The standard for passing examination shall be eighty per cent upon a 
general average of all the subjects upon which examination is had, and 
no certificate shall be granted to any applicant whose average upon any 
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one subject shall fall below fifty per cent. Examinatioos shall be both 
oral and wiitteo, the questions for written examinations being prepared 
by the Superintendent and approved by the Committee on Teachers, and 
the oral questions to be propounded by the Superintendent or any 
member of the Board. Examinations shall be conducted in the absence 
of spectators except members and officers of the Board, and a record 
thereof shall be kept at the office of the Clerk for inspection by members. 

Sec. 33. — Absences. — ^Whenever any teacher shall be temporarily absent 
from school, it shall be the duty of such teacher to send notice 
forthwith to the Principal, with a statement of the reason and prob- 
able time of such absence; and if any doubt exists in respect to the time 
of returning, then the teacher shall afterwards send seasonable notice to 
the Principal of the time when she is to return. All teachers when absent 
from school shall forfeit their salary during the continuance of such 
absence, except when the absence is occasioned by sickness of the teacher, 
or by the death of some near relative, in which cases they shall forfeit 
from their salary the regular pay of a substitute for the time of such ab- 
sence. When a teacher returns to school after a temporary absence, and 
fails to send notice, as required above, in time to save the substitute the 
trouble of going to the school, the substitute shall receive pay for one-half 
day, and the same shall be deducted from the pay of the teacher. No 
compensation shall be allowed to any teacher after an absence of two 
weeks, nor shall any teacher receive pay for absence occurring at the com- 
mencement of a School Year. 

It shall be the duty of Principals, in case of necessary absence, to notify 
the Superintendent beforehand, if possible, or at the earliest possible 
moment; and the same rule, with reference to forfeiture of salary, shall 
apply to absences of Principals as to those of Teachers. 

Sec. 84. — Time of Payment. — The salaries of the teachers shall be paid 
in monthly installments, upon the Saturday of the week next succeeding 
the close of the school month, except for the last month of each Term, 
when they shall be paid upon the Saturday immediately succeeding the 
month's service : provided^ the School Agent has funds in his hands to 
pay them. The salary paid shall, in all cases, be for the time of actual 
service, each week being taken as one-fortieth part of the School Tear, 
and each year commencing at the opening of the Fall Term. 

Sec. 35. — Transfer of Teachers. — Teachers may be transferred from one 
school to another by the Superintendent, with the consent of the Commit- 
tees on the S(shools from which and to which it is proposed such transfer 
shall be made. 

DUTIES OF TEACHERS. 

Sec. 36. — Duties of Principals. — ^The Principals of the several schools 
shall devote themselves exclusively to the interests of their respective 
schools. They shall receive all applicants for admission, examine all pu- 
pils for promotion from grade to grade, supervise the work of their assist- 
ant teachers, and attend to all cases of special discipline and to the restor- 
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ation of suspended pupils. They shall give personal attention to the pro- 
tection, health and comfort of their pupils in the school buildings and on 
the school grounds, and shall see that" the school buildings are properly 
cleaned, warmed and ventilated, and are opened for the reception of pupils 
at the proper time, as provided for in Section 46, Part III. They shall 
devote from one-fourth to one-half of their time each day to regular class 
instruction, under the advice of the Superintendent. They shall see that 
all regulations adopted by the Board with reference to their schools are 
faithfully carried out. 

They shall meet together upon the first Saturday of each School Month 
for counsel with each other and with the Superintendent, upon matters 
pertaining to their work, and at such other times out of school hours as 
the Superintendent may choose. They shall report to the Superintendent 
upon the Monday succeeding the close of each School Month the condi- 
tion of their several schools, and time of service performed during the 
month by each Teacher, Engineer and Janitor, and shall make an annual 
report at the close of the year in accordance with the requirements, upon 
blanks furnished for the purpose; they shall also report any refusal, on 
the part of teacher or pupil, to comply with the regulations of the 
Board after due and proper admonition. 

They shall have authority to suspend any pupil, temporarily, for a term 
not exceeding one month, for willful violation of any of the duties of pu- 
pils. 

Sec. 37. — Corporal Punishment.— l^o corporal punishment of any kind 
shall be permitted in any of the Public Schools of the city, except 
in extreme cases, and then to be administered only by the Principal 
of the School, upon the written request of the parent or guardian of the 
pupil ; the Principal being held responsible for the discipline of the school. 

Sec. 38. — Books from Special Funds. — All the books furnished from the 
Special Funds for the use of indigent children shall be returned to the 
teachers at the end of each Term. The Principals of the several schools 
shall render to the Board, at the end of each calendar year, an account 
of all books furnished them from these Funds, for the use of indigent chil- 
dren. 

They shall record, in a book provided for this purpose, the name of 
each pupil to whom a book is loaned, the title of the book, date of deliv- 
ering, and date of returning; and this record shall,' at all times, be open 
to the inspection of the Board. The account rendered to the Board shall 
embrace the whole number of each kind of books received from the Fund 
during the year; the number of each kind loaned to pupils; the number 
of each kind returned: and the number of each kind remaining in the 
hands of the teacher. All books furnished from these Funds shall be 
delivered to the Principals of the several Schools on their written order. 

It shall be the duty of the Principals of the several Schools to obtain, 
from time to time, the necessary number of books of the various kinds, to 
supply such indigent children as they find are entitled to be supplied 
from the various Special Funds. 
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8sa ^.^tii^iool Librarie9.—The Libraries shall be opened at regular 
times to papils entitled to draw books thereArom, and shall be under 
the control of the Principals of the Schools to which sach Libraries be- 
long, subject to the direction of the Board. All books placed in any of the 
School Jjibraries must first receive the approval of the Board. 

Skc. 40,^8haU not $dl Books nor any School MaUrial.^No Principal, or 
other Employe of the Board, shall, on his own account, or for a remnner- 
ation outside of his salary paid by the Board, sell, or keep for sale, or in 
any manner act as agent for the sale of any book, map, card, paper, pencil, 
rubber, or any other material used in any of the Public Schools of this 
city; nor shall any Principal or Assistant Teacher be permitted to furnish, 
from contributions made by pupils, any supplies, such as paper, pens, ink, 
etc. ; nor shall any book, map, card, paper, pencil, rubber or any other 
material used in any of the Public Schools of this city, be sold or kept for 
sale, or be stored in any Public School buildings in this city, unless other- 
wise ordered by the Board, 

Sec. 41. — Records to he Kept. — ^The Principal and Assistants of each 
School shall keep such records as will show the attendance, scholar- 
ship and deportment of the pupils, embracing the date of each admission 
and discharge; the ago and residence of each pupil; name of parent 
or guardian; whole number of different scholars enrolled; average 
daily membership; average daily attendance; and number of tardinesses. 
The teachers shall also preserve a permanent record of the time when 
they enter and leave school, and the amount of time lost during school 
hours. 

Ssa 4l2.— Duties of Head Assistants,— The Head Assistants of the sev. 
eral Schools shall take charge of the First Division of their respective 
schools, and in case of the absence of the Principal, shall take the place 
of the Principal for the time being. They shall do the work assigned them 
by the Committee upon the School, acting together with the Superinten- 
dent and the Principal. 

Sec. ^.—Assignment cf Assistant Teachers.- -Tht several Assistants, ex- 
cepting only the Head Assistant, shall take charge of the Divisions of 
the Schools to which they may be assigned by the Superintendent and 
the Committee on the School, and they shall be held responsible for the 
instruction and discipline of the same. 

Sec. 44. — General Duties of Assistant Teachers, — Head Assistants and 
Assistants shall devote themselves exclusively to the duties of their schools 
during school hours, and shall use every available means for their own im- 
provement in the work of instruction and discipline. They shall attend 
faithfully upon such meetings as may be called by the Superintendent, 
not exceeding one-half day each month outside of the regular school days, 
for counsel and mutual improvement They shall maintain a firm but 
kind discipline in their schools by the use of such means as a wise head, 
a forbearing and patient spirit, and a loving heart can approve, and shall 
refer to the Principal special cases of disobedience or improper conduct, 
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after their owq efforts to correct the offenders have failed. They shall 
render such assistance in the care of pupils passing through the halls at 
the opening and closing of school, and at recess, and, in the care of pupils 
who remain at noon, as may be required by the Principal. It is particu- 
larly enjoined upon all the teachers, that they devote their time faithfully 
to a vigilant and watchful care over the conduct and habits of the pupils 
during the time for relaxation and play, before and after school, and 
during the recesses, both in the school buildings and on the play- 
grounds. 

They shall make a faithful daily record upon the class books and dia- 
ries of all items required therein, and shall make, before leaving the school 
building, upon the last Friday of each School Month, an accurate monthly 
report to the Principal, in accordance with instructions in class books, and 
upon Monthly Report blanks. All work upon Class Books, except the 
daily record, must be done outside of school hours. 

Sec. 45. — School Hours of Teachers.— -The school hours of all Teachers 
begin at fifteen minutes before 9 o'clock a. m., and at fifteen minutes after 
1 o'clock F. H., and end at 12 o'clock m., and at half-past 3 o'clock f. m. 
Teachers shall also give such time, in fair proportion, as may be required by 
the Principal, outside of these hours, in stormy weather and at noon-time. 

All teachers shall be at their respective school-rooms at the beginning of 
their school hours, or they shall report themselves tardy. To secure uni- 
formity in this matter, the Principal of each School shall provide for the 
ringing of a teacher's bell fifteen minutes before the opening of school, 
both forenoon and afternoon. 

Sec. 46.— Time of Opening School Buildings.— The School Buildings shall 
be opened one hour before the beginning of the school and during the 
whole intermission, and such number of Teachers as the Superintendent 
shall direct shall be required to be present at such times; provided, that 
during the season of mild weather the enforcement of this rule be left to 
the discretion of the Superintendent. 

Sec. 47. — During the season for fires, the teachers shall observe carefully 
the state of the thermometers and endeavor to keep the temperature of the 
rooms from 65° to 70** Fahrenheit. If in any case the temperature is found 
to rise above 70°, measures should immediately be taken to reduce it, and if 
it is found to be below 65°, measures should immediately be taken to raise 
it. The thermometer should be located at a height of from three to five 
feet from the floor. 

Sec. AS.—Send Warning Notice of Absences of Pvpils.— The Teacher 
shall send a warning notice to the parents, in all cases, when absences 
amounting to four half days within four consecutive weeks have been re- 
corded against a pupil ; such notice to be sent on the fourth half day of 
absence. 

Sec. 49. — Questions of Sectarian or Partisan Character, Advertisements in 
Schools, Etc. — All Teachers shall carefully guard against tlie introduction 
of all questions of a sectarian or partisan character. They shall also re- 
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fase to read or to circulate any advertisement of any kind whatever, and 
shall not permit any person the privilege of exhibiting to Teacher or Pu- 
pils any book, map or other articles, or of reading or announcing in any 
form any advertisement, or notice of any entertainment, or of distributing^ 
upon school premises any books, tracts, or other publications. 

Sec. 50. — Use ordy Books Authorized by Boards and shall not Receive Pres- 
ents. — No teacher shall require or advise any pupil to purchase, for 
use in the schools, any book, pamphlet, or publication not contained in 
the list of books directed and authorized by the Board. 

They shall not receive any presents from the pupils, nor make such to 
their Principals. 

Sec. 51. — Visiting Schools. — ^Teachers in Grammar and Primary Schools 
shall be permitted to visit other divisions of the same grade as their own, 
for purposes of improvement, not exceeding in all, two half days in any 
one year, and their divisions may be dismissed during the time of such 
visits. In all cases of visiting^ other schools, the full school tlms must be 
spent. 

PUPILS. 

Sec. 62.— Duties. — All pupils shall obey cheerfully the requirements of 
their teachers. They shall be cleanly in person and dress, polite in con- 
duct, truthful and chaste in language, and studious during all school 
hours. They shall be punctual in attendance, correct in deportment^ 
and, in case of absence or tardiness, they shall bring a written excuse 
from the parent or guardian, not later than the session following such 
absence or tardiness. They shall be quiet and respectful in the streets 
and about the school premises. They shall not mar, nor deface, nor in- 
jure, in any manner whatever, the desks or furniture of the school-room, 
the walls or ceilings of the school building, nor the stairways, fences, or 
outbuildings upon school premises. They shall provide themselves with 
all needed books within one week after notice is given. 

For willful violation of any of the above requirements they may be 
suspended by the Principal for a term not exceeding one month, and, un- 
der the advice of the Superintendent, for a longer time, and, for repeated 
violations of the same, they may be expelled from school by vote of the 
Board. 

Sec. 53. — Promotions. — No pupils shall be advanced from one grade 
to another, except by special permission from the Superintendent, 
until they are able to sustain a thorough and satisfactory examination by 
the Principal, on all the branches of the grade from which they are to be 
transferred. In all the divisions, in which pupils are able to write with 
freedom, the examination should be both oral and written. All promo- 
tions, from one grade to another, and from one division to another, shall 
be made at the commencement of the School Month. 

No report of the examination of pupils in the studies of Vocal Music 
or of Drawing shall be considered in making up the averages for pro- 
motion from room to room, or from grade to grade. 
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Pupils may be sent into the grade next below the grade to which they 
belong, whenever their scholarship falls below the standard ^ fixed for ad- 
mission to the grade, but such pupils may be permitted to regain their lost 
position within one month, if their scholarship warrants it. 

Sec. 64. — MontUy Report. — Every pupil in the High School and 
Grammar Departments shall receive a monthly report of his standing, in 
attendance, scholarship and deportment, said report to be signed by the 
parent and returned to the teacher each month until the end of the Term, 
when it shall be given to the pupil for permanent keeping. 

Sec. 55. — Prizes, — No prize shall be awarded to a pupil who has not 
been a regular attendant upon the Public Schools of the city for at least 
two full terms of the year immediately preceding. In all the schools the 
award shall be made, as far as practicable, to pupils in the highest class of 
the Eighth Grade. 

Sec. 56. — Optional Studies — Who shall pursue them. — It shall be optional 
with the parents or guardians of pupils to let their children -or wards 
pursue the studies of German^ Drawing and Vocal Music^ in the classes of 
the Primary, Grammar and High Schools, wherein such studies are 
taught. 

The Teachers shall hand to every pupil, on his or her entering school, 
and at the beginning of each Term to those who have theretofore not pur- 
sued all or any of said optional studies, the following request to the Super, 
intendent; 

" I desire that shall pursue the studies 

of German^ Drawing and Vocal Music during the whole course in 

*' which such instruction is furnished by the Board of Education, 

*^ and will ask no excuse from any of said studies, unless it be at the 

^' beginning ot a School Term, or for reasons arising after the begin- 

"ningof such Term which shall be satisfactory to the Superinten- 

*• dent." 

Such request shall be signed by the Parent or Guardian of the pupil, 

who may erase therefrom any or all the studies named, at his option, to be 

returned to the teacher and kept on file by the Principal. 

Sec. 57. — Study of German—How Introduced. — The Study of German 
shall be introduced into any school upon the petition of one hundred 
parents of pupils in such School District, and who shall request that said 
pupils may take such study, if in the proper grades ; and such study shall 
be maintained in such school only so long as fifty pupils shall study the 
same ; provided, that no petitioner shall be counted among such one hun. 
dred required petitioners unless the pupils in whose behalf they petition 
shall be in the grades in which such studies are taught 

Sec. 58. — In what Ghrades Optional Studies shall he Commenced. — The 
study of German shall be commenced in the Fifth Grade, and shall be 
continued as a Graded Course through the Grammar Grades. Pupils shall 
not be admitted to classes in this study after the commencement of the 
Course, unless they are fitted to take up the Course at the point where they 
propose to enter. 
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The study of Drawing shall be commenced in the Second (^rade, pro- 
tided that pupils shall not be required to purchase a book till they reach 
the Fourth Grade. 

The study of Vocal Music shall be commenced in the First Grade. 

Sec. 59. — When Optional Studies shall he Discontinued. — Whenever, in 
any school, the whole number in any grade pursuing any one of the 
Optional Studies shall fall below twenty, such study shall be discontinued 
in that grade of the school ; provided^ that in cases where there is more 
than one grade in a room or division, the pupils of such grades may unite 
to form a class of not less than twenty, when such arrangement will not 
seriously interfere with the other arrangements of the school ; and further 
provided, that the Superintendent may, in exceptional cases, suspend the 
operation of this provision as to the number required to continue the 
study, which action shall, in all cases, be reported by him to the Board. 

Sec. 60. — Transfer from District in which Pupil Besides. — Pupils shall 
attend school in the district in which they reside, except when transferred 
by the Superintendent of Schools. The following grounds alone will be 
considered sufficient to warrant a transfer: 

First — From a school which has more pupils than seats, to a school 
which has vacant seats. 

Second "In case of injury to health from greater distance traveled, or 
from additional flights of stairs, the injury to be determined by the certifi> 
cate of some well-accredited physician. 

Third— Tor disciplinary purposes, when the good of the pupil and the 
good of the school make a transfer desirable. 

In the first two cases above named a certificate must be presented of 
good standing in the school the pupil desires to leave. 

Sec. 61. — Annual Public Examination. — ^There may be an annual exami> 
nation of all the schools, to be held at such time and conducted in such 
manner as the Superintendent may direct. 

ENGINEERS AND JANITORS. 

Sec. 62. — General Duties. — The Engineers and Janitors shall have 
exclusive control of the heating apparatus, under the direction of the 
Committee on Janitors and Supplies and the Business Agent, and 
they shall be held responsible to the Board for any damage by careless- 
ness or neglect. It shall be the duty of Engineers and Janitors to report 
promptly any defect in the steam-heating apparatus, furnaces, stoves, stove- 
pipes, and sidewalks, to the Business Agent, who shall have authority 
to furnish them with the necessary material and help for immediate 
repairs. 

It shall be the duty of each Engineer and Janitor to report to the Prin- 
cipal of the school building of which he has charge, the quantity of 
fuel on hand, at least two days before the supply is exhausted, and the 
Principal of such School shall, immediately upon receiving such notice^ 
inform the Business Agent of such fact. 
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It shall be the duty of Engineers and Janitors to attend personally to 
the closing and properly securing all windows and outside doors of the 
buildings under their charge, and to keep the gates locked at all times 
when not required to be open for school use ; they shall also be required 
to reside within a reasonable distance of the buiidings under their charge, 
in order that they may, at all times, have an oversight of the building 
and grounds. 

Sec. 63. — During the Spring Vacation, and at such other times as may 
be necessary to insure cleanliness, the Engineers and Janitors shall attend 
to the washing of the floors, seats, desks, stairs, doors, wainscoting, and 
windows; they shall also set all panes of glass, when broken; they shall 
keep all the rooms and walls of their buildings in neat condition, and 
attend to the cleaning, of stoves, stove-pipes and furnaces, and to the 
removal of dust from the walls and ceilings of their respective school 
buildings ; they shall also remove all snow and ice from -the steps of the 
buildings, and from the sidewalks both outside and inside the school yard ; 
and the Principal of each school shall superintend the same, and see that 
it is promptly and properly done. 

In all buildings heated by steam, it shall be the duty of the Engineers, 
under the supervision of the Business Agent, to have the complete 
control of the heating apparatus. When steam is needed in any room, 
or when it is desired to turn it ofi", the Teacher shall notify the Engi- 
neer, whose duty it shall bo to attend to the matter promptly. The 
Teachers and pupils in these buildings shall have nothing to do with the 
heating apparatus. 

During the season of fires, no Engineer shall be required by the Prin- 
cipal to leave his steam-heating apparatus to take charge of pupils on the 
school grounds. 

During the Bummer Vacation the Engineers and Janitors shall be re- 
quired to keep a general oversight of their buildings, and shall not leave 
the city without first notifying and making arrangements with the 
Business Agent, and in case he requires their services during the 
Summer Vacation, they must hold themselves in readiness to render the 
required services, for which they shall receive such extra compensation as 
is paid by the Board for like services. 

The President of the Board, or the Committee on Janitors and 
Supplies may remove or dismiss any Engineer or Janitor, when, in 
the opinion of the President or of said Committee on Janitors and Sup- 
plies, the interests of the schools or of any school riequires such removal 
or dismissal ; and no Engineer or Janitor shall receive any salary, pay, or 
compensation whatever, from and after the time of such removal or dis- 
missal. The Principal of any school in which the Engineer or Janitor 
may be found intoxicated, or in anywise incompetent for the discharge of 
his duties, shall be required to notify immediately the President of the 
Board, and the Chairman of the Committee on Janitors and Supplies of 
such incompetency. 
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
